U.S. Senator Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) has 
wasted little time in taking advantage of the 
more conservative bent of the U.S. Congress, 
making sure that among the first 25 bills the 
Senate will deal with this session are two 
measures targeting the federal government’s 
gay and lesbian employees. 

Helms, the most virulently anti-gay member of the 
Senate and now the chair of the powerful Foreign 
Relations Committee, wants to ban the Gay, Lesbian and 
Bisexual Employees (GLOBE) group from using federal 
facilities for its meetings and to prohibit any type of fed¬ 
eral seminar or meeting that puts homosexuality in a pos¬ 
itive light. 

A spokesman for Helms, Jimmy Broughton, told this 
reporter that the bill is a cost-cutting measure. 

“Senator Helms does not believe that, given our 
national debt, we should be funding groups such as 
GLOBE,” he said. “This is an officially recognized group 
that is allowed to use government facilities and 
resources.” 

The bill also is aimed at any types of sessions or lec¬ 
tures in which supervisors call for “sensitivity” toward 
gay and lesbian workers, Broughton said.

Gays Still Raving 
About Police 
Stilling Rave

A young artist with 
HIV infection told the 
San Francisco Police 
Commission on Wed¬ 
nesday, January 11 that 
he watched the new 
year begin in horror as 
an unidentified police 
officer gouged his 
lover’s eyes - right be¬ 
fore he says police 
threw the couple to the 
ground. 

Yvain Reid, 25, told the San 
Francisco Police Commission 
that officers at the now-notori- 
ous raid of the private party at 


938 Harrison Street also 
grabbed him and lifted him up 
by a chain he wears around his 
neck, beat him, and roughed 
him up on his way to a police 
patrol wagon. 

“The cops formed a semi-cir¬ 
cle around me and slammed me 
face-first into the back door of 
the van,” Reid alleged. 

Reid said the abuse by San 
Francisco police and state 
Alcohol and Beverage Control 
officers took place after their 4 
a.m. arrival at The Other New 
Year’s Ball, a privately-orga¬ 
nized New Year’s Eve event, 
when they ordered the party to 
shut down. 

An estimated 40 police, 
including 17 state ABC officers,

Judge: Boston St. Pat’s 
Parade Can Exclude Gays 


BOSTON - On Tuesday, January 17 a 
federal judge ordered the city of Boston to 
grant a group of veterans a permit to hold a 
St. Patrick’s Day parade, which was can¬ 
celed last spring because organizers protest¬ 
ed a ruling requiring them to allow gay peo¬ 
ple to march as a group. 

U.S. District Judge Mark Wolf upheld the claims of 


parade organizers - who said the forthcoming holiday 
event will be aimed, in part, at protesting “the gay 
lifestyle.” As such, they argued, it is therefore protected 
as free speech under the First Amendment. 

As a result. Wolf said the city had no right to require 
that the Irish-American Gay, Lesbian and Bisexual 
Group of Boston be allowed to take part in the march 
before it would issue a parade permit to the South

Fast action by staff members of Face to Face/ 
Sonoma County AIDS Network saved lives, vital 
files, and some expensive equipment, but last 
week’s record Russian River flood virtually wiped 
out the agency’s Guemeville offices, Face to Face 
Associate Director Rick Dean told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Among the actions taken by agency personnel, 
he said, were the rescues of some PWAs who 
reluctantly evacuated their endangered homes as 
the threat from the swollen river increased. 

Dean estimated the organization serves more 
than 100 people with AIDS in the river area. “Our 


total caseload is about 350, with about 40 percent 
in the river area,” he said. “Sonoma County has the 
highest [per capita] incidence rate of HIV infection 
of any rural/suburban county in the U.S. The U.S. 
case rate per 10,000 is 14.6; for California it rises 
to 22.1; and in Sonoma County that figure is 28.3.” 

The AIDS Network offices, located at 16632 
Highway 116 (also known as River Road), have 
been in Guerneville since 1985. However, Face to 
Face serves all of Sonoma County and more 
recently opened an additional office in Santa Rosa. 

“We started hearing reports of imminent flood¬ 
ing” on Sunday, January 8, Dean said in an inter¬ 
view with the Bay Area Reporter.

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S.J. Forum Reaches Out 
To Gay Youth This Weekend

Many young men and boys between the 
ages of 15 and 22 think they have their whole 
lives ahead of them and the world by the tail 
- and why not? But while confidence is a 
good thing, too much of it can lead to behav¬ 
ior that puts them at a greater risk of con¬ 
tracting HIV. 

A community forum in San Jose this 
Sunday, January 22 will reach out to gay and 
bisexual youth, remind them of the best ways 
to avoid HIV infection, and encourage them 
to protect themselves. 

The forum - part of what is termed the 
“Can We Talk?” series - will focus on the 
emerging crisis, according to Andrew Gans of 
AIDS Health Services. Entitled “Gay Youth 
Are Getting HIV: Do Something,” the confer¬ 
ence will be held from 3-5 p.m. at the Billy 
DeFrank Lesbian and Gay Community 
Center, located at 175 Stockton Avenue in 
San Jose. 

HIV is already common among gay/bisex¬ 
ual men as young as 15-22 years old, accord¬ 
ing to recent studies such as San Francisco’s 
Young Men’s Survey. Similar surveys are 
now underway in Santa Clara and Alameda 
Counties. 

Despite available information, HIV pre¬ 
vention programs in schools still often ignore 
the specific issues of gay youth, Gans said. 


and San Mateo county has no funded pro¬ 
grams to address this population. The forum 
seeks to fill that gap with feature presenta¬ 
tions by researchers, educators, and a panel of 
HIV-positive and HIV-negative youth. 

The Sunday afternoon forum will feature 
researchers associated with the Young Men’s 
Survey - the first in the nation to explore 
behaviors and HIV infection among gay and 
bisexual men aged 22 and under. 

The “Can We Talk?” series of community 
forums on HIV prevention is sponsored by a 
collaboration of four area agencies: Aris 
Project, the DeFrank Lesbian and Gay 
Community Center, AIDS Health Services of 
the Santa Clara Valley Health and Hospital 
System, and Men Together Project of Tri-City 
Health Center. 

Both younger and older members of the 
community are encouraged to attend. Besides 
helping to get current information into the 
young men who need it, said Marty Grimes, 
coordinator of HIV prevention and education 
for the Aris Project, the afternoon “will pro¬ 
vide an opportunity for the adult gay and les¬ 
bian community who might not otherwise be 
heard, to offer possible solutions.” ▼

Ray Mother, Friends 
To Increase Case Visibility

The mother of Tony Ray, a man 
gunned down in broad daylight on 
Polk Street last March, plans to fly to 
San Francisco early next month and 
will meet with friends of her son in 
an effort to stimulate “an investiga¬ 
tion into the investigation,” the Bay 
Area Reporter has learned. 

Gary Johnson, who is chair of a 
group now known as “Friends of Tony 
Ray,” says he and Ray’s mother, Janet 
Streck of Rapid City, South Dakota, 
will demand an investigation into 
police handling of the case. Inspector 
Ed Erdelatz, responding to questions 
from the Bay Area Reporter , said he 
devoted a lot of time to the Ray case 
and said he would welcome an inde¬ 
pendent review of his role. He said he 
was confident “we did everything we 
could do at the time.” Erdelatz said he 
was a police homicide inspector for “a 
good many years and retired with a 
good reputation. 

“I’ve always cooperated with you 
guys over the years,” Erdelatz said. 

Erdelatz retired from the San 
Francisco Police Department last 
July and is now an investigator with 
the Alameda County District 
Attorney’s office. The other detective 
originally assigned to the case, Jeff 
Brosch, has also retired. 

“Where did we allegedly drop the 
ball?” Erdelatz asked. “That is the 
meat and potatoes of it.” 

“Why can’t they subpoena eyewit¬ 
nesses?” Johnson asked in an inter¬ 
view with the Bay Area Reporter. 

Numerous individuals watched 
the shooting and subsequent pursuit 
of the gunman, which occurred in 
front of the Stardust Cafe on Polk 
Street around 4:30 p.m. on March 24, 
1994. The shooting followed a slap¬ 
ping incident inside the cafe. 
Immediately prior to the altercation, 
Ray was seated inside with an older 
man who has never been publicly 


identified. 

According to Homicide Inspector 
Brad Nicholson, who continues the 
investigation, the approximately 15 
eyewitnesses to the shooting have not 
been subpoenaed because a positive 
identification has not been made, and 
a witness would not be subpoenaed 
until the matter reached the court. 

“I inherited the case late,” 
Nicholson said, but defended the 
inspectors who did the original case 
work. He said they had interviewed 
30 to 50 people, and had spent hun¬ 
dreds of hours working on leads. “We 
can’t force anyone into identifying 
someone,” Nicholson said. He added 
that while there is “nothing concrete” 
yet, the case remains very active. 

Johnson said that he, Streck, and 
other friends of Tony’s will attempt to 
meet with the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors, the San Francisco Police 
Commission, Mayor Frank Jordan, 
and District Attorney Arlo Smith to 
increase attention to the case. 

Johnson also said he and Streck 
were making active efforts to involve 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU), Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV), and the Reverend 
Cecil Williams of Glide Memorial 
Methodist Church, who takes an 
active interest in Tenderloin concerns. 

“Believe me. I’ll rock that boat,” 
Johnson said. Among Johnson’s 
charges - one that Erdelatz called 
“ludicrous” - is that the inspector’s 
association with the group “Cops for 
Christ” resulted in a mishandling of 
the case. ▼

Landmark Entrapment 
Decision Expected Soon

The attorney for ten gay men arrested in a 
Mountain View undercover sting operation pre¬ 
dicts a forthcoming state appellate court decision 
will make similar busts illegal in the future. 

San Jose attorney Bruce Nickerson told the 
B.A.R. that when case judge Doug Southard 
referred the matter to a higher court last August, 
he leaned so favorably toward the defendants, “I 
believe he was setting it up to make new laws.” 

The judge concluded that the undercover cops’ 
activity was discriminatory, but found himself 
with little leeway without an admission on the 
stand from one of the officers. 

Police defended the arrests as a legitimate 
response to neighborhood complaints of sexual 
activity near a Mountain View adult bookstore, 
whose primary customers were straight. Southard 
found overwhelming evidence to the contrary, 
said Nickerson, and ruled that their enforcement 
techniques were designed to ensnare homosexu¬ 
als. All ten of the arrested men were gay, although 
the judge ruled that the bookstore patrons causing 
problems were probably heterosexual. In addi¬ 
tion, gender-neutral techniques such as surveil¬ 
lance or drive-bys were ignored, the court ruled. 

“Instead, they put young, Castro-clone cops, 
roaming around the bookstore, had them smile 
and wink, and engage in conversation each man 
that walked inside the bookstore,” said 



Nickerson. Cops would twist the conversation to 
get the intended suspect into the unmarked police 
car, and then arrest them for solicitation. “It’s no 
wonder that with a certain percentage, the cops 
hit home,” since a tiny amount of the books and 
videos were geared 
towards a gay audience, he 
told the B.A.R. 

The judge further ruled 
that the arrests were based 
solely on discrimination. 
“They bore no rational 
relationship to any legiti¬ 
mate law enforcement 
objective, and finally, it 
was based on the subcon¬ 
scious homophobia,” said 
Nickerson. 

The judge then cited a 
lack of evidence that 
police intended to punish 
people for being gay, 
prompting him to invite the appellate court to 
prove him wrong.

Nickerson believes appellate judges Eugene 
M. Premo, Franklin D. Elia, and Patricia 
Bamattre-Manoukian will render their decision 
soon. If they find in favor of his clients, as he 
expects, he said it would be first time that lewd 
conduct laws would be overturned on appeal, 
ending police behavior that is still taking place all 
across the country. ▼ 


Lavender Seniors

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Frameline Director 
Finch Reported Missing

The disappearance of Mark Finch, 
the exhibitions director for 
Frameline, the producers of the San 
Francisco Lesbian & Gay Film 
Festival, is being called an uncon¬ 
firmed suicide by the California 
Highway Patrol. 

Finch, 33, has been missing since 
his leather valise was discovered by 
the CHP on Saturdayz, January 14, at 
the Golden Gate Bridge at 3:30 p.m. 
- an hour and a half after he left the 
Frameline offices. 

In addition to his internationally 
acclaimed work for Frameline, Finch 
(under the pseudonym Aiva Nidnacs) 
was also the primary contributor to 
“Out There,” the arts and entertain¬ 
ment gossip and information column 
in the Bay Area Reporter. 

Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation executive director Tom 
di Maria, who was a close personal 
friend of Finch, filed the official 


missing persons report with police 
after his number was discovered in a 
note in the valise and he was contact¬ 
ed by the California Highway Patrol. 

A “businesslike” letter containing 
information about various work-relat¬ 
ed tasks and projects and the distribu¬ 
tion of his personal property was found 
at Frameline, leading to speculation 
that Finch may have taken his own life. 

Although he was not known to be 
despondent. Finch had learned sever¬ 
al months ago that the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service had 
denied his request for an extension of 
his visa, despite his international 
stature and the importance of his 
work at Frameline. The INS decision 
would have forced him to return to 
England in about a year. 

Finch’s last “Out There” column 
is published in this week’s Arts and 
Entertainment section. 

Finch’s family has been contacted, 
but few other details are available at 
B.A.R. press time. ▼

Catholic Charities 
Leadership Changes Hands

A longtime friend of the gay community. Father 
Jim Schexnayder, has been appointed head of 
Catholic Charities for Alameda County. 

“Father Jim” was ordained 30 years ago in the 
Oakland Archdiocese, and has supported gay and 
lesbian causes ever since. He told the Bay Area 
Reporter he sees the year ahead as one of review, 
to see how Catholic Charities can best work with 
the community. He has worked in volunteer train¬ 
ing and prevention education with Catholic 
Charities of Alameda County for six years. 

“There’s been some process of consolidation of 
AIDS services into one area,” Father Jim told the 
B.A.R. The four housing programs Catholic 
Charities pioneered, beginning in 1991, have 
merged with HIV/AIDS Services, eliminating the 
position previously held by activist Jeff Meredith. 
These programs include case management for 900 
clients, the Amara house in Richmond for home¬ 
less people with AIDS, a money management pro¬ 
gram, and the Shelter Plus Care, which works with 
an HIV-positive population with drug problems, 
primarily in East Oakland. 

One brand new program will include prison out¬ 
reach, he said. 

Schexnayder added that an upcoming agency 
review would determine if anything but the names 


would change. “It will be done in order to better 
understand how we’re serving the needs of people 
and how we would best be structured to do that.” 

When asked by the B.A.R. why the Catholic 
Church, whose doctrine clearly outlaws homosex¬ 
ual activity, would reach 
out to help victims of a dis¬ 
ease that has devastated the 
gay community, 

Schexnayder said it’s a 
matter of human rights. 

He stressed that he has 
gone out to East Bay 
Catholic churches for years 
to foster greater under¬ 
standing of gays and les¬ 
bians. “The Catholic 
Church is not against it as 
an orientation. The issue 
has come up regarding sex¬ 
ual activity, but the church 
has supported statements 
about the human rights of gays and lesbians. 

“Our approach has been pastoral. We just don’t 
work with people who agree with the church’s teach¬ 
ing on sexual activity. We work with everybody who 
wants to participate. It starts with a positive, sup¬ 
portive role.” Schexnayder said that individual 
Catholic churches do not always agree with this 
moral high road, but priests like him persevere. ▼ 
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Alameda County Human 
Relations Commission Gets Staffer

The days when the most sig¬ 
nificant thing about Alameda 
County’s Human Relations 
Commission was its low profile, 
are numbered. 

So says Vince Reyes, newly 
hired Multicultural/Multilingual 
Coordinator for Alameda 
County, who will provide admin¬ 
istrative support for the commis¬ 
sion to compile hate crime statis¬ 
tics and conduct community out¬ 
reach. That’s been a tall order to 
fill for the well-intentioned but 
politically neutral commission 
for years, he acknowledged. 

Additionally, he told the 
B.A.R., he wants to work with 


HRC Chair Shirley Ware to 
focus the commission’s goals 
for 1995 and beyond, on hate 
crimes and issues related to 
multiculturalism. “Because if 
you’re just getting started, my 
sense is that you should just do 
something small. You just do a 
limited amount of functions to 
make sure you’re effective.” 

Ware said that she doesn’t 
know how the long-neglected 
county commission finally got a 
staff person, but said she was 
“very excited,” particularly 
since she and Reyes have 
worked together before. 

Reyes became an expert in his 
own right through the 
Multicultural/Multilingual 
Oversight Committee of the 


Board of Supervisors, a task 
force that looked at the language 
and cultural access to programs 
in 40 county agencies, from 1989 
to 1991. They looked at hate 
crimes after noticing a correla¬ 
tion between attitudes towards 
minorities - including gays and 
lesbians - and behavior. 

He then discovered that rooting 
out hate crimes is hard work, he 
said. Of the 14 law enforcement 
agencies surveyed in Alameda 
County, just half had any reporting 
mechanism in place, and none of 
these were specific to ethnicity or 
sexual orientation. 

Reyes won’t have far to look 
for a model on getting the story 
of hate crimes in Alameda

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Burger King to the Queens: Who Wants It? Who Doesn’t? 


Company's 'Not Trying To Ram Anything Down Anybody's Throat'

A proposal to open a Burger 
King outlet at the comer of 
Church and Market streets has 
stirred a hornet’s nest of oppo¬ 
sition among area merchant 
and neighborhood groups, the 
Bay Area Reporter has learned. 

The fast food franchise giant 
wants to lease the ground floor 
space of 2101 Market Street, an 
apartment property site, con¬ 
firmed Skyline Realty broker 
Pete Pattis. 

Skyline Realty has main¬ 
tained its offices on the ground 
floor location of the site for 
about two decades, but wants to 
move downtown, Pattis said. 

The Burger King outlet 
would be directly across the 
street from a Boston Market 
fast food baked chicken and 
deli goods outlet. The chicken 
outlet recently changed its 
name to Boston Market. Both 
franchises are located within 
steps of the Church Street Muni 
subway stop. 

“There is a proposal that we 
move the office downtown,” 
Pattis said. “If we move, it will 
be within the next six months 
and we are going to have a 
vacant space at 2101 Market,” 
Pattis said. 

Burger King would be 
required to pay all taxes and 
insurance on the property, and 
also would be required to pay a 
percent of profits to the realty 
company for the privilege of 
setting up shop at the site. 

“It would be a great type of 
lease,” Pattis said. 

“So, that’s the reason,” said 
Mint Hill Neighbors president 
Nancy Zimmer. “It’s not a good 
idea. There’s going to be a lot 
of neighborhood opposition. 
We don’t need more problems 
with odor and garbage. We 
already have a lot of problems 
with panhandlers and homeless 
people,” she said. 

Pattis acknowledged that 
neighborhood groups are con¬ 
cerned about Burger King’s 
proposal. 

That’s putting it mildly, says 
the president of one of the 
groups. 

“We’re violently opposed,” 
said Duboce Triangle 
Neighborhood Association 
President Brian Christianson. 
“It won’t only drive out other 
merchants, but people in the 
neighborhood will start to con¬ 
sider whether it’s worth it to 
continue to live in the neigh¬ 
borhood.” 

Burger King says it’s getting 
a bad rap, that it will bring low- 
cost food and much needed 
jobs to the area - and that it is 
open to discussing design and 
other issues with community 
groups. 

The site is just one of sever¬ 
al that the multinational corpo¬ 
ration is scouting for sites in 
San Francisco, said Fred 
Phillips, a Burger King devel¬ 
opment officer. 

“We’re not trying to ram 
anything down anybody’s 
throats,” Phillips said. 

“It’s a process that takes 
place over a period of time. 
We’re not just going to walk 
away. We are looking around, 
we’ll keep trying. If there’s 
absolutely no possible way, 
then we will have given it our 
best shot.” 


Phillips flatly refused to dis¬ 
cuss the cost of opening and 
operating a Burger King outlet 
at the location, saying the infor¬ 
mation was confidential. He 
also refused to speculate about 
how much yearly profit the 
store might generate. 

“I can’t comment on the 
numbers. Every site is differ¬ 
ent,” he said. 

According to Phillips, 
Skyline Realty, owned by 
multi-millionaire Fred Lemby, 
initiated the contact with the 
fast food chain - and has also 
spoken with McDonald’s about 
the site. 

The franchisee interested in 
the location currently owns 123 
Burger Kings outlets in 
California, including 24 in the 
Bay Area, he said. 

According to Christianson, 
the realty company asked the 
neighborhood group to come 
up with a list of complaints 
about a Burger King at the 
location, and that it would give 
them to the corporation in an 
effort to mitigate the objec¬ 
tions. 

But Christianson said that 
DTNA has rejected the offer - 


as well as claims that the 
Noah’s Bagels lease of the for¬ 
mer Bank of American site at 
18th and Castro created a 
precedent for such mitigation. 

“We’re not interested in 
deals. Our endorsement is not 
up for sale,” Christianson told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “This 
has nothing to do with Noah’s 
Bagels.” 

Is the precedent set? 

Noah’s Bagels, an 
Emeryville-based bagel chain, 
received permission from the 
city last year to open and oper¬ 
ate an outlet in the site of the 
former Bank of America at the 
corner of 18th and Castro, 
despite the objections of many 
neighborhood restaurateurs and 
a ten-year-old ban on new 
restaurants in the retail food 
glutted area. 

A conditional use permit to 
operate the bagel outlet was 
granted because Noah’s 
planned to lease the entire site, 
pay for remodeling costs, and, 
in a public-private partnership 
with the non profit Life Center, 
turn the unused portion of the 
renovated property over - rent- 


free - to the center. The space 
will be used by community 
groups, including the AIDS 
Health Project, which will pro¬ 
vide counseling and support 
groups and HIV testing at the 
site. 

“It’s a very different situa¬ 
tion,” said Life Center director 
Jonathan Pearlman. 

Life Center will manage the 
site until its new location at 
Market and Noe is completed. 
The 18th and Castro site will 
then be available for use by 
other groups, such as the 
Center For The Performing 
Arts, as long as Noah’s holds 
the lease on the property. The 
current lease runs for seven 
years. 

Now that it is a fait accom¬ 
pli, the Noah’s Bagels/Life 
Center partnership is a prece¬ 
dent that Burger King could 
follow, said Barry Hermanson 
of Hermanson’s Employment 
Services. 

After all, he said, if Burger 
King only uses about 2,500 
square feet of the site as 
planned, 1,000 square feet 
remains, which Skyline would 
rent to another business; 


Hermanson suggested that 
Burger King could donate the 
space to a non-profit communi¬ 
ty group. 

“Not just any non-profit, but 
take a look at what’s needed 
and they could contract with a 
non-profit community organi¬ 
zation in need,” he said. 

Hermanson said that some 
kind of job training or comput¬ 
er and business skills training 
program would be appropriate. 

Merchants in the group are 
also very concerned about the 
proposed Burger King, 
Hermanson acknowledged. 
“But there’s no hysteria,” he 
said. 

According to Phillips, it 
would take a year to move 
through the city permits and 
site approval for the chain to 
begin business in the area. 

But even if community 
opposition nixes the proposed 
Market and Church site as a 
location for Burger King, there 
are other neighborhoods the 
company wants to move into. 

“I was walking Castro Street 
looking for a location about 
two weeks ago,” Phillips told 
the B.A.R. ▼ 
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Little Right Lies 


O ur latest copy of Christian American, the Pat Robertson 
“newspaper” with more of a political bent than, say, 
American Socialist (but without its tax bill) is positively drip¬ 
ping with venom for erstwhile Surgeon General Joycelyn 
Elders. The main editorial gloats over her dismissal for “her 
statement to a World AIDS Day conference that masturbation 
should be taught in the public schools.” (So much, again, for 
that Commandment about bearing false witness: the paper is 
misrepresenting her statements knowingly and maliciously; 
so what else is new?) 

“But this was merely the latest in a series of similarly 
absurd statements Elders had delivered,” it continues, “often to 
gatherings of homosexual activists, which undermined the 
moral fabric of American society.” We think history will sort 
out the facts, and will certainly place Elders in a more positive 
light than Robertson, but we keep coming back to the issue of 
homosexuality undermining America. 

The late Boyd McDonald, a brilliant chronicler of many 
truths about American society, frequently speculated that het¬ 
erosexuality must be, in fact, abnormal if it really needs so 
much propping up. If it were “natural,” he queried, why 
would it be so threatened by the existence of any alternative? 
Homosexuality, lesbianism (if that is a separate category), 
and masturbation are vilified as dangers to what is also con¬ 
stantly described as “God’s way.” If that is the case, why 
can’t they trust God to have his way without their bloody 
interference? 

It is always a good idea to read the lies propagated by 
those who call themselves Christians: it educates, illuminates 
(although not in the way Robertson would like), and fre¬ 
quently entertains. A letter to the editor in the most recent 
CA, for instance, suggests that one of four major arguments 
in favor of “total privatization of our school systems” is the 
unwelcome “advance of new technologies such as computers 
or calculators in elementary grades.” 

“Should young children leam technologies,” a Mr. Randall 
Pope of Alliance, Ohio asks, clearly in search of a “no” 
answer, “or concentrate on the three R’s?” 

We have our own ideas of what those “R’s” stand for in 


Mr. Pope’s tiny world - repression, regression, and reflux - 
but it was still interesting to see 1995 begin with the embrac¬ 
ing of what amount to Amish principles. (Well, some: non¬ 
violence doesn’t come into play much.) And it was funny, 
because we instantly started to hope the Alliance Community 
Theater offers him the role of Lady Bracknell for a 100th 
anniversary production of The Importance of Being Earnest 
this year. It might be worth spending Valentine’s Day in Ohio 
just to hear him say that ignorance is a delicate flower that 
mustn’t be touched. 

Perhaps if he heard the laughter he provoked he might 
realize that once stoopid = Christian, Christian = stoopid. 
Christ’s worst enemies could only kill his body; it is unfortu¬ 
nately up to his followers to destroy him entirely. 

And then there’s the other Pope - the one in the Vatican - 
who fired a French bishop this week for advocating condom 
use (remember, John Paul II forbids them even to HlV-posi- 
tive men to prevent infecting HIV-negative wives) and for 
deigning to speak with a reporter for a gay magazine. So much 
intolerance at the Vatican. So much inflexibility. So much for 
“Hate the sin but love the sinner.” 

Perhaps both Popes and some other far right wackos 
should check out the ads in Christian American; specifically, 
the one on page 20 for something called Laxatone. “Nothing 
can be more pleasant than to start your day with a nice, clean 
system,” says the ad reasonably enough, before rushing head¬ 
long into enthusiastic initial caps. “A Good Bowel Movement 
at least once a day is not only necessary for good health, but 
it is a must for good energy levels, weight loss and a sense of 
well-being.” 

Why it’s okay to talk about poop, but not whacking off, is 
still a mystery to us, but we’re glad such a frank statement 
was printed. We think, in fact, they are words that (unlike the 
rest in the paper) might change history for the better. If more 
of the far right started having good - oh, pardon us - Good 
Bowel Movements, a sense of well-being might permeate 
America. 

Now if we could only get them to listen to Elders. ▼ 
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t’s time to talk about a special group: 
World War II veterans who are gay 
men, lesbians, or bisexuals. For 
brevity’s sake I will refer to them 
simply as gay veterans, with the 
understanding that the term is meant 
to be inclusive. 

Gay veterans of World War II con¬ 
stitute a majority of members of the 
GLB [Gay, Lesbian and Bisexual] 
VETS. Fifty-seven percent of our 
members are over 65 years of age. I 
count myself among that group. I am 
a gay veteran of the World War II era. 

Our gay World War II vets have all 
the problems of the larger group, plus 
other problems that are uniquely 
theirs. Until GLB VETS reorganized 
in January of this year and obtained 
an office in Veterans Memorial 
Center, we ourselves did not suspect 
the extent of some of these problems, 
nor did we appreciate the critical role 
that GLB VETS can play in the lives 
of gay veterans in my age group. 

To understand what we are like, it is 
important to recognize that we were 
gay long before the Stonewall riots, 
long before there was anything called 
Gay Liberation. This was a time that 
was even less tolerant than the present. 
We come from a time when some 
fathers and mothers had their own 
teenage children committed to mental 
institutions because they were gay. 

One result of growing up in this 
hostile climate was that we tended to 
be very circumspect about our sexual 
orientation. We didn’t want to live in 
the closet, but we came out of the clos¬ 
et very cautiously and mostly after 
dark. When the war was over thou¬ 
sands of us flocked from rural areas 
and smaller cities to great metropoli¬ 
tan centers like New York, Chicago, 
San Francisco, and Los Angeles. 

By day, most of us were anony¬ 
mous, melting into the straight - het¬ 


erosexual - population and working 
at a variety of jobs. On our own time 
we favored friendly gay bars in sec¬ 
tions of the city that were in effect 
gay ghettos. We didn’t think of these 
areas as power bases; they were sim¬ 
ply places where we could be openly 
and comfortably ourselves. 

Some veterans in my age group 
still aren’t comfortable in straight 
surroundings. They may be very 
skillful at assuming a straight fa9ade, 
but they prefer to stick to their own 
group of gay friends where they can 
be themselves and feel at home. GLB 
VETS groups serve an important 
function in the lives of seniors by 
providing social activities for them 
and by bringing them news of veter¬ 
ans’ benefits that they would other¬ 
wise be unaware of. 

Until our organization held semi¬ 
nars for seniors, it had never 
occurred to many of them to go to VA 
Medical Centers for healthcare. 
Some didn’t even realize that they 
were entitled to do so. 

One problem of gay World War II 
vets is that many worked at low- 
income jobs, so they have even 
smaller financial backlogs than 
straight veterans of the same age. In 
spite of the myth that gay men earn 
fantastic salaries, we earn less on an 
average than straight men do. By the 
same token, lesbians earn less on 
average than straight women. Of the 
four groups, lesbians have the lowest 
average income by far. 

Some veteran advocates have sug¬ 
gested that the best solution for the 
threat of homelessness among older 
veterans would be retirement villages 
cosponsored by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment and states or cities. The residents 
of these villages would pay a third of 
their income in rent and would live in 
a cooperative environment. 


We do not see this as a viable solu¬ 
tion for gay older veterans. As an 
unpopular minority they would feel 
very isolated and unhappy in a commu¬ 
nity that is predominantly straight. 
That’s why we believe it would be 
preferable to develop programs that 
would enable them to stay in their pre¬ 
sent apartments, so long as they are 
physical able and mentally competent. 
This would be the most economical and 
humane solution and the one most con¬ 
ducive to independence and physical 
and mental well-being. 

Isolation can be a problem for 
older gay veterans, especially those 
who have outlived a lover with whom 
they shared many years of their lives. 
A small minority of gay World War II 
vets are parents and grandparents, but 
most of us have no younger genera¬ 
tion to serve as a support group for us. 

That’s why we would favor a satel¬ 
lite VET CENTER in the Greenwich 
Village area, one in which GLB VETS 
would play a key role. Ideally, this 
might be combined with a storefront 
drop-in center. The stress and anxieties 
in the lives of our gay World War II 
vets make them a good candidate for 
group and individual counseling, but 
GLB VETS would have to play an 
intermediary role for some who are 
resistant to the idea of therapy. 

As this aging population of veter¬ 
ans becomes more vulnerable to 
chronic physical ailments that 
require periodic check-ups or treat¬ 
ment, neighborhood medical clinics 
would also be highly desirable. 

Some older gay vets are reluctant 
to deal directly with any agency of 
the government, even with the V.A. 
Our organization, GLB VETS is our 
family and our home. To steal a line 
from Robert Frost, this is our place 
where when we have to go there, 
they have to take us in. T

Smoking In Public 

This is in response to Raymond Sasso’s Letter 
to the Editor on 12/8, titled “Smoking Mad.” First 
let me make it very clear that I am for legalizing 
drugs. I believe that what one does to themselves is 
none of my concern, provided of course that it 
does not infringe upon my right tq do what I 
desire, my health or my pocketbook. 

Smoking has been proven to cause harm. The 
arguments that say that smoking doesn’t harm sec¬ 
ond-hand smokers come from tests conducted by 
the tobacco industry that showed no significant lev¬ 
els of harmful materials in the air of a room after a 
single smoker had a single cigarette. The room was 
not tiny. The problem is that in most public cir¬ 
cumstances, it is never a single cigarette (cigar or 
pipe), or a single smoker. That said, all people 
around a smoker are affected by tobacco smoke. 

Raymond, you speak of nazi-like tactics. Yes, 
some people do take it a little too far with their 
anti-smoking antics. But, be serious, no responsi¬ 
ble person would allow someone who is falling 
down drunk to get behind the wheel of a car.

If 
there are not walls between the smoker and the 
non-smoker, no super filtration system, and sepa¬ 
rate air systems, then some or most of the second¬ 
hand smoke will eventually reach the non-smoker. 

You talk of heavy taxes. How about the fact that I 
don’t smoke, yet I’m forced to pay higher health care 
costs, higher taxes, and my own personal health just so 
that you can destroy your own life and those around 
you? Now that’s what I call completely unfair! 

You talk of saving your choices, well, maybe it’s 
about time others have a choice! Like the choice to 
go to a restaurant and not be affected by someone 
smoking? If smokers want to continue smoking, 
there are bars (though that disappears in two years). 
The law does allow special “Smoking Rooms” to 
be established. Now there’s a niche! Bar owners 
could look into setting themselves up as “smoking 
rooms,” then smokers only could enter! 

It’s bad enough I have to put up with a bunch of 
smokers blowing smoke my way at a bus stop.

Not a Right to Be Fragrant, Either 

I consider myself one of the pioneers/survivors 
from the early days of the Castro. Like many others, 
I too am HIV positive. However, the most limiting 
factor in my life is a condition known as Multiple 
Chemical Sensitivity. This condition which creates 
neuralgic reaction upon exposure to even trace 
amounts of chemicals in the environment, is cov¬ 
ered under the Americans with Disabilities Act. 

Because of this chemical sensitivity condition, I 
am effectively excluded from the Castro nowa¬ 
days. The perfume and body lotions shops next to 
the Castro Theater, as well as the new one near 
Spinnelli’s emit toxic fumes on the sidewalk that 
result in my becoming ill immediately. 

Recently, upon visiting one of the South of 
Market sex clubs that prides itself on being fra¬ 
grance free, I was forced to leave because of the 
tremendous amount of smoke in the environment. 
Another club, which does not have the fragrance 
restriction has counter persons loaded with some 
of today’s horrible chemical fragrances. 

I am not the only one with this chemical sensi¬ 
tivity; in fact, many people with immune system 
disorders from either HIV or chemotherapy expe¬ 
rience the same reactions as I do upon exposure to 
smoke or chemicals. I do not patronize businesses 
which allow smoking on the premises or have 
employees that use fragrance. Instead, I and others 
who are similarly affected have joined together in 
an effort known as the Chemically Injured 
Litigation Project in order to create access where 
none exists now. 

I would hope that sensitive, socially responsible 
persons would refrain from wearing perfume in 
public or smoking near the open windows and 


doorways of businesses. I hold little hope for this 
as I have observed each of these polluters maintain 
that it is their inherent right to engage in this irre¬ 
sponsible behavior. 

It is my wish that those shops that sell chemical 
personal care products keep their doors closed so 
as to not affect persons walking by. Those busi¬ 
nesses that continue to maintain poor indoor air 
quality will go the way of all irresponsible social 
institutions. Hopefully, smokers will die off before 
I do (I have been HIV-positive since the early 
1980s). 

Fifteen or 20 years ago, and before I became 
disabled, people did not wear the horrendous 
chemical fragrances they do now. The clones of the 
1970s and early ’80s did not find it necessary to 
wear chemical fragrances.

Save Our Children 

[The following letter was sent to Mayor 
Jordan: ] 

Dear Mayor Jordan: 

We are writing to you as concerned, angry and 
loving parents of a 28-year-]old gay son living in 
San Francisco who was quite shook up by the San 
Francisco police raid on a private New Year’s Eve 
party he attended. 

When our family got together on New Year’s 
Day, he told us about the party he attended the 
night before. It was a private warehouse party, an 
AIDS fundraiser which was going very well. The 
police spoke to the organizers ahead of time and 
agreed to leave them alone if no alcohol was 
served. This turned out to be a lie. 

Police harassment began early Sunday morning 
after many hours of a peaceful party. An inordi¬ 
nately large police presence led to beatings and 
arrests. Our complaint could stop right here. The 
police should not beat people up. Our son’s first 
comment was “It’s scary that the people entrusted 
with the power to protect us, are using that power 
to control us. It’s like science fiction.” 

The scenario was even more scary. The police 
wore no badges. Apparently all those arrested were 
later released, but at the time, they asked, “What is 
it that we’re being taken in for?” The police did not 
answer. 

We are members of PFLAG - Parents, Family 
and Friends of Lesbians and Gays. PFLAG’s goals 
are to Support, Change Attitudes, and Educate. It 
seems that San Francisco Police need to learn that 
the old ways of intimidating and controlling are 
changing. San Francisco’s Police Department 
should be a leader in the new ways of communi¬ 
cating, cooperating and compromising. 

Just 25 years ago, the New York City Police 
Department was humiliated into letting go of the 
old ways when a group of radical gays and lesbians 
fought back at the Stonewall Bar. Apparently the 
progress made between San Francisco officials and 
the gay community must still be extended to the 
radical portion of that community. It’s up to the 
leaders, like yourself, to educate and change police 
attitudes. 

Please take immediate action on this event. A 
prolonged investigation with no clear outcome is 
unacceptable. If the police were not wearing iden¬ 
tification; if the police did not clearly tell what the 
problem was; if the police went back on an agree¬ 
ment, then they must be held responsible. We do 
not want our son, or other parents’ sons and daugh¬ 
ters to be harassed, beaten up or have their civil 
liberties taken away. We won’t stand for it.

Shades of Gray 


s you read this col¬ 
umn today, you may 
I not realize that 
Lieutenant Governor 
Gray Davis - former staff per¬ 
son to LA’s ex-Mayor Tom 
Bradley, assemblyperson, 
chief of staff to onetime 
Governor Jerry Brown, and 
state controller - is governor 
of California at this moment. 
Well, “acting governor,” to be 
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more precise. 

Gray, 52, who only a cou¬ 
ple of years ago ran such a 
dirty primary campaign 
against Dianne Feinstein in 
the battle for the U.S. Senate 
nomination that many top 
Democrats dubbed him 
“political poison,” now looks 
like that party’s best bet to 
regain the governorship in 
1998. And though a large 
number of Californians, 
Democrats and Republicans 
alike, probably still don’t rec¬ 
ognize his name, it is worth 
pointing out that Gray Davis 
received more votes last 
November than any other 
Democrat in America - more 
than Mario Cuomo, Ted 
Kennedy, or Dianne Feinstein. 

If current Governor Pete 
Wilson enters the 1996 presi¬ 
dential sweepstakes and wins, 
Davis would automatically 
become governor of the 
nation’s largest state. While 
many California Democrats 
still look askance at Davis 
because of his attacks on DiFi, 
these same Democrats desper¬ 
ately want to take back the 
governor’s office, and Gray 
Davis, warts and all, is their 
best bet. (A run by the lieu¬ 
tenant governor in 1998 would 
also mark the first time in over 
a decade that California 
Democrats nominated a man 
for that post.) 

Expect to see Davis, the 
highest elected Democrat in 
state government, attending a 
lot of rubber-chicken political 
dinners and granting a lot of 
favors for Democrats around 
the state. As the Los Angeles 
Times recently put it in a 
major story about Davis, 
“He’s not the Democrats’ 
heartthrob, but he has staying 
power,” and that’s a big part of 
the game when it comes to 
getting elected. Look for Gray 
Davis, once an unimportant 
back-bencher in the 
Democratic Party, to take his 


job seriously, try hard not to 
engage in any silly political 
skirmishes with Wilson, keep 
his name in the news as much 
as possible, and become a top 
candidate for governor four 
years from now.

Meanwhile, while still lick¬ 
ing their wounds from the 
beating they took in 
November, President Clinton 
and other top Democrats are 
proposing a plan that would 
have Connecticut Senator 
Chris Dodd as the Democratic 
Party’s general chairman and 
former South Carolina party 
chairman Don Fowler as 
national chair. They would 
handle the day-to-day opera¬ 
tions of the party as the Demos 
rebuild for 1996.

l is still moving haltingly 

toward self-knowledge. 
Over the last 15 years, 
progressive social change has 
been stifled by the agenda of 
the resurgent, conservative, 
political right. 

This period began in 1980 
with both the acquittal of the 
Miami, Florida police officers 
who beat a 33-year-old black 
insurance salesman to death 
over a traffic violation, spark¬ 
ing the Liberty City riots, and 
with the election of Ronald 
Reagan, who ushered in a new 
era of conservatism. I had 
hoped that this time had drawn 
to a close with the acquittal of 
the police officers in the 
Rodney King case that set off 
the LA riots (and rioting in 
other cities) and, finally, with 
the election of Bill Clinton. 
But, alas, my hopes have been 
dashed, slashed, Newtered if 
you will. 

Although during this period 
it has been important for us to 
celebrate Black History Month 
with pride for our past, vigor in 
our present and dedication to 
our future, having a separate 
month for the recognition of 
black history has allowed peo¬ 
ple outside the black communi¬ 
ty to ignore the needs of 


African Americans and view 
those needs as secondary to 
those of the general population. 
However, African-American 
history - black history - is 
American history. Our 
Constitution, this country’s 
mission statement, cannot be 
fulfilled without the history of 
all of its people and without the 
experiences of all its people 
becoming unexpendable, inte¬ 
grated parts of America, not 
tangential tales designated for 
attention only during the short¬ 
est month of the year. 

Having a series of celebra¬ 
tions about our African- 
American heritage - be they 
lectures, readings exhibits, con¬ 
certs - is valuable to the main¬ 
tenance of our sense of pride 
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and unity. However, we must 
not ghettoize our celebrations 
to the one month allotted us. 
We must not allow vital por¬ 
tions of American history, such 
as black history, without which 
this country’s history is not a 
whole truth, to be left out of our 
nation’s heritage ... to be left to 
less than one-twelfth of the 
year. 

Other peoples have had their 
pasts negated by the exclusion 
of their histories from most of 
American history. Native 
American cultures were brutal¬ 
ly assaulted by the so-called 
settlers. The wealthier ranks of 
these same settlers (who actual¬ 
ly did more shaking up than 
they did settling) also hired 


Chinese men to perform slave 
labor in the building of the rail¬ 
roads. 

The accounts could go on 
forever. The absence of the his¬ 
tories of traditionally marginal¬ 
ized peoples makes the history 
of the United States, as we 
know it, a disrespectful, 
destructive and deliberately 
misleading falsehood. 

Martin Luther King Jr., in 
his “A Testament of Hope” 
essay, spoke on this same gen¬ 
eral theme: “The black revolu¬ 
tion is much more than a strug¬ 
gle for the rights of Negroes. It 
is forcing America to face all of 
its interrelated flaws. ... It is 
exposing the evils that are root¬ 
ed deeply in the whole structure 
of our society.” 

I had faith that with George 
Bush out of office, we might 
have actually found ourselves 
in a slightly “kinder, gentler 
nation,” where it would be pos¬ 
sible to keep a stronger grip on 
the gains that blacks make, 
while simultaneously creating 
change for our future. 
Unfortunately, Bill Clinton 
seems to be in the midst of a 
political identity crisis: Elders 
was fired, and Newt and his 
buddies are in office. 

We must continue to work 
toward filling all the gaps in 
American history and the histo¬ 
ry of the world. The movement 
will not end. As the narrator of 
the Eyes on the Prize series, 
Julian Bond, said, “[A]s long as 
there are women, men and chil¬ 
dren of every color and nation¬ 
ality who are willing to stand 
up, the movement is not yet 
over.” ▼

Detectable DNA Damage 
May Cause Breast Cancer

WASHINGTON - Potentially cancer-causing 
DNA damage may be common in the breast cells 
of healthy women, researchers said Monday, 
January 9. 

The Seattle scientists found that 59 percent of 
the breast tissue of presumably healthy women 
contains free-radical damage similar to that found 
in breast cancer patients. 

The researchers envision that the test could one 
day help women prevent breast cancer before it 
starts; however, other scientists caution the findings 
are entirely too preliminary to draw any conclusions. 

“We are now operating on a very different par¬ 
adigm from what the pathologists are operating 
on,” Dr. Donald C. Malins, director of the 
Molecular Epidemiology Program at Pacific 
Northwest Research Foundation in Seattle, said in 
an interview late last week. “We are looking at the 
earliest changes in the cells that would ordinarily 
be considered to be healthy.” 

Malins and his group used a new microscopic 
technique that can determine the amount of free- 
radical damage the breast cells have sustained. 
Free radicals are highly reactive molecules that 
are formed in response to a variety of cellular 
reactions. 

Cells use antioxidants like vitamins A, C, and E 
to neutralize the free radicals before they can dam¬ 
age DNA. Researchers believe that some form a 
DNA damage is necessary for cancer to start. 

Malins’ team compared the amount of DNA 
damage found in the cells of 18 breast cancer 
patients to the amount of damage found in 29 pre¬ 
sumably healthy women. They report in the current 
issue of the journal Cancer that 59 percent of the 
healthy women had varying degrees of the same 
type of damage found in breast cancer patients. 

“We looked at normal tissue, and there is a gra¬ 


dation of damage,” Malins said. “And some of the 
tissue damages matches that found in the breast 
cancer patients.” 

The group refers to this progression of DNA 
damage as radical-induced DNA disorder 
[RIDD], And, Malins said, “It is a clearly defin¬ 
able disorder.” 

Malins suggests that it may be possible to iden¬ 
tify women who have “pre-malignant conditions” 
that predispose them to breast cancer. Those 
women could reverse that damage and prevent 
breast cancer by taking either antioxidant vitamins 
or one day specially designed antioxidant drugs. 

“We know from animal studies that antioxidant 
vitamins can reverse free radical damage,” Malins 
said. 

However, not all researchers are as convinced 
as Malins that his new paradigm will be signifi¬ 
cant in the clinic. 

“It is premature to think that this is anything 
more than a hot lead,” said Dr. Noel Weiss of the 
Fred Hutchinson Cancer Research Center in 
Seattle. “To date, there have been no studies 
showing antioxidants can prevent breast cancer.” 

Other researchers point to the premise that 
RIDD is a clearly definable disorder as a major 
sticking point for the study. 

“Their finding is worthy of more investiga¬ 
tion,” said radiologist Dr. Daniel Kopans of 
Harvard Medical School. “But, what it says is 
there is a spectrum of DNA damage in benign tis¬ 
sue and a spectrum in breast cancer tumors and 
that those spectrums overlap.” 

Kopans points out that in order to be sure that 
this DNA damage is a true “pre-malignant condi¬ 
tion,” the researchers will have to follow a large 
cohort of women with this type of DNA damage 
to see how many go on to get breast cancer. 

Malins doesn’t dispute the need for clinical tri¬ 
als and suspects that his research will “open up 
tremendous vistas for research.” ▼

Femme Club Answers Question 
‘Where Are the Women Like Us?’

Last June, 37-year-old lesbian Anita 
Lynn was sitting at home and realized 
that, despite being out for 14 years, she 
didn’t feel at home anywhere in the les¬ 
bian community. 

Why the cold shoulder? Lynn said 
that the majority of her friends are more 
butch than she, and “Every time we 
would go and do something, I was made 
the brunt of all their jokes: ‘Can I help 
you with your tent, honey? Do you need 
some help with that, honey?’ or, ‘Oh that 
Anita, can’t go camping without her 
mascara.’” (For the record, Anita does a 
mean rendition of Madonna). 

“I began to feel like I verbally needed 
to battle them, telling them I run a 
department in an international corpora¬ 
tion. I can handle my own tent,” said 
Lynn, who works as a marketing execu¬ 
tive for an Emeryville-based computer 
corporation. 

“I started feeling really lonely for 
people more like me.” 


When she retreated into the club 
scene, Lynn said most of the women 
were too young for her. “At 37, I was 
going to The Cafe and it felt more like I 
should be there picking up my daughter. 
... Nothing fit for me.” 

And then she got a brainstorm. “I just 
thought, ‘I’m going to run an ad.’ The 
first ad brought over 60 responses. It 
filled up the mailbox so quickly that the 
newspaper called me and told me to pick 
up my messages.” She started a database 
and answers lots of calls with the enthu¬ 
siasm and the understanding of a thera¬ 
pist. It started with a private party, and 
after talking with members Lynn came 
up with the name and the concepts. 

First off, it’s not a meat market, but a 
vehicle to develop friendships, she said. 
Of course, many couples have joined, 
and romance has been known to blos¬ 
som. The worst misconception, Lynn 
said, is that they’re “a bunch of rich, 
white bitches in high heels with high 
hair. That’s not it.” 

She also stressed that makeup and 
designer dresses are not membership 


requirements, either. In fact, she’s heard 
from many butch women who haven’t 
felt free to do much else besides emulate 
men. What, then, is femininity? “It can’t 
be defined, but it’s an underlying energy 
that is sweet, giving, unafraid of sharing. 
It’s real peaceful. It’s very powerful. 

“It’s amazing how many women 
come to this who are really giving. I’ve 
gotten so used to lesbians being so taking 
and so angry, and it just might be my 
experience, but I have a hunch that it 
isn’t.” 

Femme-to-Femme meets regularly in 
San Francisco as well as in the East Bay, 
for a wide range of activities reaching 
out primarily to groups of women she 
said are often left out of the typical scene 
for gay women: women of color, lesbians 
over 40, bisexuals, and single mothers. 

Future Femme to Femme events this 
month include dinner and dancing at the 
Hibachi in San Francisco on January 21, 
and an East Bay Rap Group on January 
22, at Anita’s house in Hercules. For

Boston Allied War Veterans 
Council. 

“If GLIB’s inclusion in 
the 1995 parade were com¬ 
pelled, the veterans’ protest 
would be confused and 
muted. Indeed the veterans’ 
protest would be silenced 
because they would again 
cancel the parade,” Wolf 
ruled. 

Wolf said he “regrets” that 
being barred from the parade 
could be “personally 
painful” to members of the 
group. 

Boston Mayor Thomas 
Menino said the city would 
comply with the ruling and 
issue the permit. 

There was no immediate 
word from GLIB’s attorneys 
on whether they would 
appeal the decision, but a 
spokesperson for the group 
denounced the ruling. 

“This is nothing but pure 
bigotry and discrimination, 
and it should not be tolerated 
in the United States of 
America,” said Cliff 
Ameson. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
is already expected to hear 
an appeal this spring from 
the veterans, who are 
attempting to overturn a 
Massachusetts .Supreme 
Court ruling that required 
gays to take part in the 
Boston parade. 

But a ruling in that case is 
not expected in time for this 
year’s parade on March 19. 

The state courts had ruled 
the veterans could not 
exclude gay groups because 
the parade in effect is a pub¬ 
lic event, and to bar them 
would violate the state pub¬ 
lic accommodations law. 

But the veterans canceled 
the 1994 march rather than 
comply, saying that allowing 
GLIB to participate in what 
it deems a “family-oriented” 
event violates its own right 
to free speech. T

“Several of the staff mem¬ 
bers went to the office on River 
Road at about noon Sunday and 
started making lists of clients. 
We looked up addresses and 
compared them to known flood 
areas. Then there were other, 
newer, clients and we weren’t 
sure what their status was - so 
we just made phone calls to 
most of our clients in the river 
area. 

“We made some physical 
visits as early as Sunday, when 
we were in doubt as to their 
safety status. Several of the peo¬ 
ple we talked to - we wanted to 
make sure they were not flood¬ 
ing at the moment, and to make 
plans to get them out if they 
were to become endangered. We 
wanted to make sure if they 
were going to stay they had 
plenty of food and water.” 

“After making the assess¬ 
ment on Sunday,” he continued, 
“we then made a plan to evacu¬ 
ate some of the people we had 
talked to. And we decided to 
check on a couple of people we 
hadn’t heard from. We broke 
into three teams, in four-wheel 
drive vehicles. 

“Myself and one of the social 
workers found two guys who 
happened to live next door to 
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one another, right next to the 
river in one room cabins: one in 
his late 30s and the other in his 
late 40s. One was really think¬ 
ing he was probably okay. The 
other was completely oblivious 
to the danger, due to a combina¬ 
tion of fatigue, confusion, per¬ 
haps dementia. He was planning 
on staying. 

“We had to convince them to 
leave. They brought a couple of 
bags, a change of clothes and a 
little bit of food. One of them 
took his cat and dog. 

“We found emergency shel¬ 
ter for them. One was sent to 
Santa Rosa to stay with friends 
and we put several people up in 
hotels in Santa Rosa. Some 
went to private homes offered 
by volunteers. 

“About an hour after we got 
them out of there, the road 
closed to the area due to flood¬ 
ing, and we would not have 
been able to accomplish that,” 
Dean said. 

Fortunately, in the 
Guerneville area there were no 
deaths and no serious injuries 
among people with AIDS, Dean 
said. 

“After that - once we had 
assured that people were safe,” 
he told the B.A.R ., “we turned 
our attention to the office itself 
and removed all of our active 
client files and computer equip¬ 
ment. This was our last chance: 
we only had a few hours to do 
all of this. 

“We eventually got 4.5 feet 
of water in the building,” Dean 
said. 

While losses were substan¬ 
tial - Dean said the Guerneville 
facility was pretty well wiped 
out - there was no dollar 
amount available at press time. 

“The only things really we 
were able to save were impor¬ 
tant files and computer equip¬ 
ment.” Dean said. These were 
taken to the Santa Rosa office. 
Now all of the staff is working 
on top of one another in Santa 
Rosa. Dean and others were 
assessing the safety of the 
Guerneville building, but it was 
too early to tell yet whether it 
will be feasible to move back 
into it. 

The good news, Dean said, is 
that “all services are still avail¬ 
able. Just because we lost the 
building does not mean that 
clients will have to wait for any 
services. 

“We’re going to need a lot of 
things eventually: we are still 
sorting through the debris trying 
to figure out what is salvage¬ 
able. But we will definitely need 
desks, chairs, and a fax 
machine,” Dean said. ▼

County. He said that one of the 
first orders of business will be to 
revive a roundtable made up of 
police, social workers, and other 
county administrators, which 
met in 1990. 

On further study, Reyes said 
that gays and lesbians spoke up 
the most, a testament to the 
work done by gay organiza¬ 
tions. “We think it was due to a 


higher level of consciousness as 
to people’s rights. If they don’t 
say anything about their sexual 
orientation, a cop might not be 
able to put it together.” 

No new funding will go into 
Reyes’s new duties, which illus¬ 
trates, he said, the low cost of 
the plans he has in mind: forms, 
posters, meeting space, and 
honorariums for speakers. “It 
would be a show of support to 
acknowledge the level of exper¬ 
tise that exists in this communi¬ 
ty,” he said. ▼

A Bay Area gay man says he 
paused on his way to work to pray 
silently on the Eugenia Street 
steps in Bernal Heights last 
month, for which he was 
detained, questioned, and 
searched by a San Francisco 
police officer who advised him in 
the future not to pray out of doors. 

“Animal” Joe Smith, an 
openly gay and HIV-positive 
man in active fellowship as a 
member of St. Mark’s Lutheran 
Church in San Francisco for the 
past four years, told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “I was detained 
for praying silently to myself 
on the Eugenia Street Steps in 
Bernal Heights on the morning 
of Thursday, December 29.” 

Smith is a gay activist/reli¬ 
gious/political/theater artist 
who has attended Pacific 
Lutheran Theological 

Seminary in Berkeley and is 
currently touring a show called 
Sex and the Savage Lutheran. 
A front page story in the San 
Francisco Chronicle included a 
full-color inside photo of him 
holding a flute and hugging 
another man. 

“I’m in the habit, when leav¬ 
ing the house, to begin my 
morning prayer and finish up 
before catching the bus on 
Mission Street. Most of the 
time I will go down the 
Eugenia Street steps in a direct 
line between my house on Elsie 
Street and the bus on Mission. 
This morning I stopped on the 
first landing and looked at the 
view to the north.” 

On that morning, he said, at 
“about 9 a.m., I was going to 
work in the financial district. I 
was just about finished with my 
prayer, I had been there about 
three minutes looking at the 
view - I had seen the officer 
drive by about a minute earlier 
- I saw him look at me, but I 
thought nothing of it at this 
point. Then the officer appeared 
at the top of the steps” as Smith 
finished his prayer and started 
down the steps. 

The officer then allegedly 
called Smith over, asking, 
“Why do you walk away when 
you see me?” to which Smith 
responded that he was catching 
the bus to work. 

When the cop demanded to 
know what Smith was doing, 
and learned that Smith was fin¬ 
ishing his prayer. Smith said 
the officer took his knapsack 
away from him “and starts pat 
searching me.” On that particu¬ 
lar morning it contained a 
paperback Bible and various 
personal items. 

Smith claims the officer 
asked, “You got ID on you?” 
but when he reached for his 
wallet, the cops said, “Don’t go 
for your ID, you’ll just get in 
more trouble.” 

Smith told the B.A.R. the 
officer ordered him to wait 
while he wrote out a parking 
citation for someone else’s car 
parked illegally in a red zone at 
the top of the steps. Eventually 
the cop returned. Smith 
recalled: “He takes my ID, gets 
into his squad car, and sum¬ 
mons me over to the passenger 
side window as he begins to 
type on his computer.” 

He asked the last time Smith 
had been arrested, and why, to 
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Keep it in the schools: 
"Animal" J. Smith on the 
Eugenia Street steps. 


which Smith says he answered 
truthfully: “Two years ago in 
city center in Oakland for 
smoking pot in public.” 

“Why do you want to waste 
your time doing something like 
that?” the cop asked. 

“Well officer. I’m HIV-posi¬ 
tive and I do it so that I can eat 
regularly.” 

The gay and 
AIDS questions 

According to Smith, the cop 
asked, “How did you get it, are 
you a drug user?” 

“I would prefer not to 
respond to that question.” 

“Well in case I need to 
search you again, you might 
have a syringe on you. ...” 

“No officer. I’m a gay man.” 

Smith says the officer then 
did a double take, looked at his 
driver’s license, looked back at 
Smith, and said, “You’re a gay 
man, huh? 

“Well, if that’s your 
lifestyle, if that’s the way you 
want to live your life, then we 
won’t say anything about it, 
we’ll just leave it at that,” the 
officer allegedly told him. 

But before leaving Smith, 
the policeman also allegedly 
asked, “Who you prayin’ to?” 
and “What religion are you?” 
Eventually he gave Smith his 
ID back and said, “Well, in the 
future, pray inside your home 
or pray in church but don’t pray 
outside because it looks suspi¬ 
cious with you just standing 
there. Now take your bag and 
get out of here!” 

Smith said he was unable to 
note the officer’s badge, but 
knows he was in squad car num¬ 
ber 068. He told the B.A.R. the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU), Citizens United 
Against Violence (CUAV), and 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano are 
all looking into the matter, and 
that he will file a complaint with 
the Office of Citizen’s 
Complaints (OCC). Although 
the ACLU indicated it could not 
offer representation, Smith said 
the organization was troubled 
by any officer’s admonishment 
against praying out of doors. 

Smith also said he learned 
from the ACLU that police 
must have cause for stopping a 
person, and must have reason¬ 
able suspicion for a specific 
illegal activity to search his bag 
- which he alleges was 
searched without consent. In 
San Francisco officers can’t 


ask for your ID without that 
same reasonable suspicion. 
They said basically it was up to 
Smith to decide what com¬ 
ments by the officer were 
appropriate regarding HIV and 
his sexual orientation. Smith 
told the B.A.R. he felt none of 
them were appropriate. 

“I’m looking for a good 
Constitutional lawyer,” he said. 

According to Smith, the 
incident has had a chilling 
effect on his prayer life. 

“I don’t feel I can stop out¬ 
doors and say a silent prayer to 
myself anywhere now, without 
first looking over my shoulder 
to make sure there are no cops 
around. 

“Additionally, I have to ask 
myself: if I had answered the 
wrong God when he asked me, 
‘Who you prayin’ to?’ would I 
have gone to jail?” ▼

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“Serving” 

Isn’t Silenced

Next month (February 6) - and during a sweeps week, no 
less - NBC will air the made-for-television movie Serving in 
Silence: The Margarethe Cammermeyer Story. Produced by 
Barbra Streisand, this biopic tells the true life story of a Colonel 
who was discharged from the U. S. military when she stated she 
was a lesbian. Glenn Close stars in the lead role, while actress 
Judy Davis plays her on-screen lover. 

A group calling itself the “Family Defense Fund” recently 
initiated a campaign to halt the showing of a lesbian kissing 
scene in Serving in Silence. “Family Defense Fund” members 
were instructed to call the NBC Audience Response Line and 
demand that the network censor any visible signs of lesbian 
love. However, a number of lesbian/gay/bisexual community 
groups got wind of this attempt, and succeeded in sending a dif¬ 
ferent message to NBC. The network received a rush of sup¬ 
portive calls and, as a result, NBC promised that it would not 
censor or edit the kiss. 

The importance of this victory shouldn’t be underestimated. 
For the most part, television networks continue to insist that it’s 
acceptable to show two people of the same sex killing - but not 
kissing - each other.

Public Hate, Private Love 

The January 10 broadcast of the daily news program CBS 
This Morning included a interview with conservative radio talk 
show host David Brudnoy, whose popular broadcasts are car¬ 
ried to dozens of states. Based in Boston, the top-rated Brudnoy 
recently revealed that he is both gay and HIV-positive. 

Paula Zahn, host of CBS This Morning , conducted a remark¬ 
ably shallow interview with Brudnoy, her old friend and former 
colleague. She asked uninformed questions about the homosex¬ 
ual “lifestyle” and failed to interrogate the contradictions 
between Brudnoy’s political ideology and his sexual orientation. 

Brudnoy explained that his decision to come out was not 
entirely a voluntary one. Because he considered his sexual ori¬ 
entation a “personal matter,” he had refused to discuss it. 
Brudnoy’s decision to come out was made only after he col¬ 
lapsed on-air with AIDS-related pneumonia. 

Zahn did ask Brudnoy what reaction he had received from 
fellow conservatives. He responded: ‘There’s a very strong, 
almost an emotional overkill about hostility to the homosexual 
life as it were. And yes I do believe the response I’ve gotten 
from people who are significant conservatives, friends of mine, 
across the land, Bill Buckley of National Review ... and a vari¬ 
ety of other people ... all responding with warmth and affection. 
So I think that people are more generous than their ideology 
might indicate. I think a lot of people ideologically stand with 
big postures - ‘Oh those homosexuals, etc., etc.’ - but when it 
comes right down to the personal, people are much more warm, 
much more generous. And I’ve had nothing but support. ...” 

Despite the certain benefits that will arise from Brudnoy’s 
new, gay visibility, his “logic” is extraordinary, and con¬ 
temptible. 

In effect, Brudnoy - a media professional who should know 
better - is suggesting that public hate is irrelevant; let homo¬ 
phobes rant all they want out loud, as long as they say (or at 
least act like) they “love” you in private. Because he and 
William F. Buckley are private “friends,” for example, Brudnoy 
excuses Buckley’s public homophobia (among other atrocities, 
Buckley wrote an opinion piece for The New York Times in 
which he argued that people with HIV/AIDS should be forcibly 
tattooed). 

In fact, the individual byproducts of hate - job discrimina¬ 
tion, name-calling, bashing - ferment in the collective expres¬ 
sions of homophobia. The power of that public hate is widely- 
dispersed - and significantly inflated - when expressed through 
the mass media. We continue to count the suicides of too many 
young queers who - not privy to William Buckley’s private 
thoughts - only heard what he said in public.

Howard Wallace, Others Speak of Inclusion 

Proposed Labor Party 
Values Lesbians, Gays

A public hearing was held 
Saturday, January 14, in 
Hayward to begin drafting a 
platform for a founding conven¬ 
tion of a new Labor Party to be 
launched later this year at a 
founding convention in Denver. 

Among prominent labor 
leaders testifying at the hearing 
was Lesbian/Gay Labor 
Alliance Co-Chair Howard 
Wallace. Wallace, who holds a 
seat on the executive Board of 
the San Francisco Labor 
Council, stated that “Any Labor 
Party, if it is to have any mean¬ 
ingful existence, must address 
the concerns of lesbian and gay 
workers, who enter the work¬ 
force in their teens and must live 
their entire life in hiding. This is 
a national scandal.” Wallace 
also pointed out the need of a 
Labor Party to support the right 
of women to free choice. 

An Alameda County Union 
member with AIDS, John 
Iverson, represented the AIDS 
Cure Coalition. He asked that 
the new Party support the AIDS 
Cure Act, H.R. 4370, as part of 
a comprehensive Health and 
AIDS Policy. 

Numerous local, state, and 
national labor leaders gave testi¬ 


mony about the need to form a 
new party. Alameda County 
Labor Leader Owen Marron 
said that both major parties rep¬ 
resent the same thing: “the inter¬ 
ests of the corporations.” 

Harley Shaiken, a professor 
of Labor and Global Politics at 
UC Berkeley, pointed out that 
workers have not shared in the 
much-touted economic recov¬ 
ery. “By any standard, real 
incomes have been declining. 
The gap between rich and poor 
is the greatest than at any time 
since 1945,” she said. “Median 
family income has declined by 
$1,200 since 1991.” 

Most notable among those 
invited to give testimony was 
former California Governor 
Jerry Brown. He pointed out 
that none of Labor’s major 
objectives have been achieved 
under the Clinton 

Administration. “Our system 
requires that 10,000,000 work¬ 
ers remain unemployed to cool 
inflation. The real inflation 
fighters are the people who 
remain idle. The work of a 
Labor Party is to refuse to 
accept the BS and Schmooze 
coming out of Washington, 
Sacramento, and City Hall.” 

Other speakers pointed out 
the need to reach out to other 


communities. Union activists 
from Such organizations as the 
Coalition of Labor Union 
Women; the A. Phillip 
Randolph Institute; and the 
Labor Council for Latin 
American Advancement pointed 
out the need for a party to be 
broadly representative of the 
workforce at large, and for such 
a party to champion the rights of 
unorganized workers as well. 

The Hayward hearing was 
just one of several to be held 
regionally prior to the national 
organizing convention to be 
held later this year in Denver, 
where a Labor Party will be pro¬ 
claimed. ▼

Some activities by AIDS activ¬ 
ists have been called “political 
masturbation” by detractors. While 
that may sound derisive, it is in fact 
the best description of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate’s next fundraiser. 

On February 14 the group 
will hold The Joycelyn Elders 
Valentine’s Day Masturbate-A- 
Thon to raise money for its 
AIDS direct action and advoca¬ 
cy work. It won’t be the first 
fundraiser where people just 
stand around shaking hands, but 
it will be done with a difference 
at this affair, organizers promise. 

The five-hour marathon 
kicks off at 7 p.m. at EROS, a 
Center For Safe Sex, located at 
2051 Market Street. ACT UP 
will provide basic supplies such 
as towels and associated items, 
and will set aside “a boy’s room 
and a girl’s room, and a boy and 
girl’s room,” according to 
spokesman Jeff Getty. 

The group wanted to spoof 
the recent controversy involving 
former U.S. Surgeon General 
Joycelyn Elders, who was fired 
for answering a question about 
masturbation on World AIDS 
Day last December. 

“We’ve named it in her 
honor and no, we don’t have her 
permission,” Getty said. 

One more thing: “We have 
invited celebrity masturbators,” 
Getty said. ▼

Gay Men Allege Torn

Former accountant Bill Weinerth has some 
advice for gays like himself considering a move to 
San Jose: Don’t. Unless, of course, you’ve got buck¬ 
ets of cash. According to Weinerth and his HIV-pos¬ 
itive roommate “Vladie” Mojica, you’ll need it to 
confront prejudice that San Jose police refuse to 
confront - and sometimes, in fact, even join in. 

Weinerth and Nicaragua-born Mojica say they’re 
speaking from personal experience. After 30 years of 
residing in Santa Clara County without being issued 
so much as a traffic ticket, Weinerth now finds him¬ 
self with an arrest record and his Park West condo 
stuffed with legal briefs and assorted documentation 
for a $15 million lawsuit against the Park West 
Homeowners Association and a $25 million claim 
against the San Jose Police Department. 

This extraordinary grievance - U.S. Senator 
Dianne Feinstein has referred the matter to the State 
of California Department of Justice, the FBI has 
opened its own investigation, and the plaintiffs say 
the resulting lost wages, medical bills, and lawyer 
fees have “totally wiped us out financially” - began 
as a neighbor-to-neighbor complaint a little over a 
year ago. 

According to court documents, it all could have 
been prevented if one of the five homeowners asso¬ 
ciation board members now named in a lawsuit had 
simply stopped Weinerth’s and Mojica’s neighbor, 
Frank Orosco, from engaging in daily anti-gay 
behavior. San Jose gay civil rights attorney Bruce W. 
Nickerson said, “What you have here in Frank 
Orosco is a vitriolic homophobe who terrorized my 
clients night and day for dam near a year.” 

Weinerth told the B.A.R. that he felt lucky to 
return safely from a stint in the Navy during the 
Vietnam War, but on his native soil he feels he’s been 
held hostage in his San Jose home: because of 
Orosco and events set in motion by Orosco, he 
claims he and Mojica have had guns pointed at them 
by home association members, have been taunted at 
board meetings, and have been subject to frequent 
police visits for excessive noise complaints, as 
recently as the afternoon of this past New Year’s 
Eve. (At the time he was supposed to be excessively 
banging on his wall, he says he and Mojica were 
food shopping.) 

Members of the homeowners association were 
negligent, according to the suit, in ignoring com¬ 
plaints about Orosco and allowed a string of inci¬ 
dents to happen unabated: daily name calling, bang¬ 
ing on the walls, and “egging” their patio, according 
to court documents, as well as a more serious charge 
that Orosco tried to run Mojica over with his car. 
Nickerson expressed confidence that eyewitness 
reports will bear out Weinerth’s and Mojica’s story. 

Board members are further liable for eventually 
joining in the harassment of two law-abiding resi¬ 
dents, said Nickerson. “The more they didn’t 
[respond to complaints], the more frustrated and the 
more angry my clients became,” he said. “And the 
more desperate their calls for assistance became.” 

Complaints and counter-complaints 

Trouble that had been brewing for months began 
to boil over when Orosco filed a complaint against 
the gay men on August 19, 1994, according to court 
documents. A San Jose police officer who respond¬ 
ed to the call entered the house, apparently against 
Weinerth’s express wishes; as the officer talked with 
Mojica, who said he planned a counter-complaint 
against Orosco, Weinerth called 911. The officer at 
the scene later told another officer Weinerth threat¬ 
ened to kill him, which neighbor Ellen Ginn, a para¬ 
legal, later refuted. The officer left. 

A week later, on August 24, a distraught Weinerth 
called board member James Slider about Orosco’s 
harassment. If something wasn’t done, he said, there 
would be people in body bags, referring to Weinerth 
and Mojica. The same officer arrived with other 
police to find Weinerth upset and uncooperative, and 
despite knowledge of the nearly year-long dispute, 
they say they had reason to believe he was danger¬ 
ous. 

“The cops just found an opportunity to do some 
gay bashing,” said Weinerth. 

He told the B.A.R. he still wakes up nights 
screaming, medicated but traumatized from that 
night, when San Jose police arrested him for making 
terrorist threats and dragged him handcuffed, head 
first down the staircase. Weinerth, who has cancer, 
has since developed high blood pressure and heart 
palpitations, and has persistent pain in his arms and 
wrists from the handcuffs, according to medical 
records. Neighbor Ginn, who has lived at Park West 
for three years, witnessed the arrest and wrote in a 
letter of support that Weinerth “was not resisting 
arrest, and I feel the officers used excessive force. 

“I also witnessed the officers searching Bill 
Weinerth’s kitchen cupboards, opening drawers, and 
looking in the garage,” she wrote. “I asked them if 
they had a search warrant, and they said no, and I 
asked them to cease searching immediately.” She 
said she never heard the statement that is perhaps the 
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rment, False Arrests at San Jose Condo 
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spoke with police in July about Orosco’s anti-gay 
slurs, but the District Attorney’s office declined to 
press charges. She also said she felt violated when 
she was outed as a lesbian after a board meeting, 
since none of the board members knew of her sexu¬ 
al orientation. 

Added Jarvie, “Why they have turned on us and 
not vented their fury on Mr. Orosco is beyond us.” 

Weinerth said they did not bring the police in 
until July 11, and instead had an attorney write a let¬ 
ter in March 1994 to the board about Orosco. “The 
board is responsible for enforcing [association 
rules], it’s not police business. We were trying to 
work through the system, and we didn’t think it was 
police business,” said Weinerth. 

Attorney Nickerson added, “They tried [to work 
with the police], and unfortunately members of the 
board characterized them as making terrorist threats 
against them. When the police finally came out, they 
arrested my clients.” 

The fallout so far 

Weinerth said this is not the life he envisioned, 
moving back from Lake Tahoe into the condo he 
purchased in 1989 so his friend Vladie Mojica could 
enjoy his last days in peace. So far, Mojica’s price in 
all this has been his health: he’s gone from being 
HIV-positive with a 400 T-cell count to developing 
full-blown AIDS with a T-cell count of 200. 

Weinerth worked with the city of Sunnyvale as an 
accountant until July 1994, when his contract ended. 
He said that stress-related illnesses prevented him

from assuming his next post with the city of 
Millbrae. 

Nickerson said the District Attorney’s Office 
agreed that the charge of terrorist threats was absurd, 
although Weinerth’s bond was still set at $5,000 and 
he was charged with disturbing the peace for yelling 
at the officers. He is now under court order not to 


speak with any of the board members. “If I say one 
word to them I could go back to jail again,” Weinerth 
said. 

Meanwhile, O’Connell and Jarvie have claimed 
in a counter-suit filed on January 3, “Because Mr. 
Mojica is diagnosed with AIDS, cross complainants 
fear that he has little to lose from a continuing course 
of terrorism.” And Mojica is also suing Jarvie, an 
openly gay man, for allegedly promising an end to 
their torment in exchange for sexual favors. Jarvie 
said those allegations “are completely untrue, have 
no basis in fact, and are complete, total fabrications.” 

Teresa Guerrero Daley, San Jose’s Independent 
Police Auditor, guessed it would take another month 
for her department’s investigation. She offered no 
explanation for the length, but Daley has publicly 
complained about unnecessary delays in police 
harassment cases. There were 243 citizen complaints 
against San Jose police from September 1993 to 
September 1994, she said. Daley confirmed that all 
officers undergo cultural diversity training. 

Although the condo remains unsold, Weinerth 
said he and Mojica have had enough. “None of the 
other homeowners are standing up to them and 
standing by me. I just want out.” Ginn told the 
B.A.R. five other condos are for sale, and blamed it 
at least partly on the board’s misuse of authority, its 
closed financial books, and its closed meetings that 
do not allowing questions. 

By the time the ordeal is over, said a disillu¬ 
sioned Weinerth, “Vladie will be dead and I will be 
dead.” ▼

Gay Pilots Association Takes Off

The skies are not always 
friendly to lesbian and gay 
pilots. Fortunately, there’s a 
group to make their ride a little 
less turbulent. 

The National Gay Pilots 
Association (NGPA) has now 
formed as a not-for-profit 
national organization to meet 
the unique needs of gay and les¬ 
bian aviators across the country, 
NGPA’s newly elected 
Executive Director Ron Swanda 
told the B.A.R. in an interview 
from the association’s head¬ 
quarters in Washington, D. C. 

The NGPA held its initial 
meeting last November, at 
which goals and subjects of 
interest were discussed, includ¬ 
ing aviation career choices for 
gay and lesbian pilots; the estab¬ 
lishment of a supportive net¬ 
work for all aviators; and plans 
to educate pilots about civil and 
job rights of gay and lesbian 
aviators, which Swanda said is 
an all-important safety issue. 

“Many gay and lesbian pilots 
are confronted with the homopho¬ 
bia of other pilots or company 
management. This can damage 
pilot-to-pilot cockpit communica¬ 
tions and could even reduce the 
margin of safety,” he warned. 
“NGPA will help educate its 
members about how to deal with 


this homophobia in a manner 
which encourages healthy cockpit 
communication and enhances the 
margin of safety.” 

The NGPA is the successor 
of the Gay Pilots Association, 
which was not incorporated but 
was first organized in 1991, he 
explained. The NGPA currently 
has over 400 members in 45 
states and five other countries, 
he added. 

“The pilot and aviation com¬ 
munities are among the last to 
acknowledge, much less accept, 
the presence of gays and les¬ 
bians,” Swanda said. “For 
example, NGPA recently 
received an anonymous letter 
from an alleged group of airline 
pilots, along with several care¬ 
fully cut-out, pink paper trian¬ 
gles, that said: ‘Why don’t you 
just wear these instead of wings! 
Death to fags!”’ 

Swanda also said that Flying 
- a widely read aviation maga¬ 
zine published by Hachette 
Magazines, Inc. - recently 
refused to carry a paid classified 
advertisement about the NGPA. 

“Most people, including gays 
and lesbians themselves, don’t 
realize that gay and lesbian 
pilots are already flying 
throughout the industry, includ¬ 
ing airlines, corporate aviation, 
and general aviation. It is not 
unusual for us to receive letters 


from new members exclaiming 
how, before they learned of the 
NGPA, they believed they were 
the only gay or lesbian pilot in 
the country,” Swanda said. 

“Through our national maga¬ 
zine, and by hosting regional 
and national events, the NGPA 
will help correct the mispercep¬ 
tion that gays and lesbians in 
aviation are alone. Better net¬ 
working among gay and lesbian 
pilots is desperately needed,” 
Swanda added. 

Membership in NGPA is 
open to anyone, including com¬ 
mercial pilots, corporate pilots, 
general aviation pilots, student 
pilots, managers, flight atten¬ 
dants and aviation aficionados, 
Swanda said. Annual dues are 
$35, and a special rate of $10 
per year is offered for full-time 
college students or full-time cer¬ 
tified flight instructors. NGPA 
members receive a glossy quar¬ 
terly magazine that includes sto¬ 
ries of gays and lesbians in avi¬ 
ation, job listings, and lists of 
pilot/aviation contacts across 
the country in addition to other 
information. ▼

Anyone who read the story about the Gay Pilots 
Association, above, and wistfully wished they had 
held fast to childhood dreams of being a Top Gun, 
might be happy to know that today’s technology 
makes it possible for anyone to fly a plane. Well, 
virtually. 

The January, 1995 issue of High Tech Gazette, 
put out by High Tech Gays (professionals in high 
technology industry) and edited by Dale 
Benjamin, describes the following outing of inter¬ 
est: 

“VR Fighter - Sunday, February 19 


“Have you ever wanted to experience a full- 
motion flight simulator? Well, here’s your chance! 
You’ll be strapped into a single seat X-21 Hornet 
pod, where you will compete with five other par¬ 
ticipants. Cost is $17 - $20. Depending upon the 
group’s interest, we may also meet in the area for 
lunch or dinner.

responded to calls for assistance 
at the event. 

Reid told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the ordeal contin¬ 
ued after he was arrested on 
charges of public drunkenness 
and taken to the Hall of Justice 
for booking. An officer filling 
out paperwork on his arrest 
paperwork asked his height and 
weight, Reid alleges, and 
became upset and demanded to 
know what was wrong with him 
when Reid replied that he was 
5’5” and weighed 123 pounds. 

“The implication was that I 
was ill,” he recalled. “He kind of 
like stepped back. 

“They found a card for the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
in my wallet. I’m a caregiver for 
a roommate with AIDS. I could¬ 
n’t see it because he was behind 
me, but he was going through 
my wallet and saying, ‘Uh oh, 
look at this,’ and they stepped 
back away from me and started 
putting on latex gloves.” 

Reid said he was also ques¬ 
tioned about a condom that was 
found in his wallet. 

“I started getting really 
scared. I was already terrorized. 
I had been beaten two times and 
had no idea what was going on,” 
he told the B.A.R. 

Reid also said that when he 
was told that he was arrested on 
charges of public drunkeness, 
he was not informed by arrest¬ 
ing officers he had the right to a 
breathalyzer test. 

Tell it to the Chief 

Reid and others who charged 
or said they witnessed police 
misconduct detailed their alle¬ 
gations to the police commis¬ 
sion about the incident, follow¬ 
ing a report by Deputy Chief 
Thomas Petrini. 

Petrini’s report said that the 
charges of unauthorized force 
and anti-gay slurs by officers 
were under investigation by the 
Department’s Management 
Control Division, and that a full 
report would be issued in about 
6-8 weeks. 

Petrini reiterated prior police 
explanations that the action was 
a routine police action against 
“an illegal rave.” 

Petrini also told the commis¬ 
sion that Visual AID executive 
director Wayne Salazar has 
pubicly denied that event was 
sponsored by the non-profit 
AIDS agency. 

An initial January 3 press 
statement by Salazar said that 
although Visual AID did not 
organize the party, it was glad to 
have the support of organizers 
and “readily agreed” to be the 
party’s beneficiary. 

A January 5 press release 


included the statement, but then 
added a damning paragraph. 
“Because Visual AID had noth¬ 
ing to do with the party, they are 
not party to the police action,” it 
said. 

“Visual AID did not pay bail 
for the 11 arrested partiers, nor 
is Visual AID filing any com¬ 
plaint against the City or the 
Police Department. No one 
from Visual AID attended the 
party,” Salazar said. 

Reid, a 25-year-old multi- 
media conceptual artist who 
moved from Seattle to San 
Francisco to attend the world- 
renowned San Francisco Art 
Institute, challenged Salazar’s 
statement. 

“I have a lot of problems 
with that. There was nothing 
illegal going on. That really 
upset me,” Reid said. “I am an 
artist with HIV. My friend ... 
who is an artist, just received a 
grant from Visual AID. I am a 
caregiver for an artist with 
AIDS. For them to issue such a 
disclaimer that is being used in a 
police investigation to discredit 
us when many of us were beaten 
without cause or provocation is 
really problematic. It makes me 
question the ethics of the orga¬ 
nization, their integrity and their 
commitment to community” 
Reid said. 

Party organizer Terence Alan 
also said “It’s my understanding 
that many people have 
expressed their dismay about 
the inappropriate and unsup- 
portive statements from Visual 
AID.” 

Alan’s late lover, artist 
Randall Pacheco, received assis¬ 
tance from Visual AID as he was 
dying of AIDS - and Alan’s 
apartment at the 938 Harrison 
Street site is filled with 
Pacheco’s paintings. 

Petrini told the Commission 
that the Department did not tar¬ 
get the event, but acted in 
response to a call from the Fire 
Department, and that police 
have stepped up permit enforce¬ 
ment and crowd control in the 
South of Market club area over 
the last several months. 

Officers initially called to the 
party determined that the event 
was an illegal rave that charged 
money and served alcohol and 
lacked the appropriate permits, 
according to a police report of 
the action. 

“It was not the only club 
shut down that night, and was 
only one of many shut down 
over the last several months,” 
Petrini told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Petrini said that there were 
500-800 people at the site, and 
that police responded intitially 
with just one sergeant and five 
officers and increased the 
response incrementally based 


on the size of the crowd, follow¬ 
ing reports from officers at the 
scene over the computer-aided 
dispatch system. 

Police brass take the charges 
of misconduct by officers very 
seriously, Petrini said. 

“We really do take the allega¬ 
tions very seriously. If charges 
involving officers are sustained, 
we will impose the appropriate 
discipline,” he said. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union attorney John Crew 
asked the commission to imple¬ 
ment an early warning system it 
had previously called for, that 
would identify officers with his¬ 
tories of misconduct com¬ 
plaints. 

In response to reports that a 
woman photographer at the 
event was brutalized by police 
and her camera confiscated after 
police discovered that she was 
photographing their actions. 
Crew also reminded the comms- 
sion that it had asked the Office 
of Citizens Complaints to devel¬ 
op a policy prohibiting officers 
from confiscating cameras and 
video equipment from people 
who were recording officer con¬ 
duct. 

The policy was developed by 
the OCC, but the commision has 
yet to adopt it, Crew said. 

Crew also said that the Police 
Department was already under 
court order to make sure that 
people who are charged with 
public drunkeness know they 
have the right to a breathalyzer 
test. Crew said that if police 
denied requests for breathalyzer 
tests it is “tantamount to a cover 
up of false arrest.” 

When a historian in the 
crowd questioned the relation¬ 
ship between the Deparment 
and the state Alcohol and 
Beverage Control agency, and 
pointed out more than three 
decades of anti-gay ABC histo¬ 
ry, Police Commissioner (and 
B.A.R. Political Editor) Wayne 
Friday interrupted him to say 
that the entire lesbian and gay 
community is acutely aware of 
the history of gay bar raids and 
police repression of the lesbian 
and gay community. 

“I’ve been a gay activist in 
this town for 20 years. You’ve 
got to know things are better, 
despite the problems we still 
have. Anybody who doesn’t 
believe that has to have their 
head in the sand,” Friday said. 
“And, there will be no white¬ 
wash,” he promised. 

Reid and others have 
retained attorney Nanci 
Clarence of Steel, Clarence and 
Buckley to represent them in a 
class action lawsuit and other 
claims against the city. 

An OCC investigation is 
expected to take at least two 
months. ▼

Good News, Bad News 
For Bay Area Biotech Firms 

Genentech Settles Growth Hormone 
Suit, XOMA Downsizes

A long-standing legal dis¬ 
pute over human growth hor¬ 
mone was settled January 5, 
with Eli Lilly and Co. agree¬ 
ing to pay South San 
Francisco-based biotech giant 
Genentech Inc. $145 million. 

Under the terms of the 
agreement, Lilly also will 
make future payments to 
Genentech on the sale of 
drugs created during the legal 
dispute using the Genentech’s 
patented recombinant tech¬ 
nology. 

The arrangement provides 
for an initial payment to 
Genentech of $25 million and 
the remaining amount in 16 
quarterly payments of 
approximately $7.5 million 
beginning in March 1995, 
subject to possible future off¬ 
sets. 

Lilly officials said the pay¬ 
ments would have no impact 
on Lilly’s operating results, as 
the specified payments have 
been previously reserved in 
the company’s financial state¬ 
ments. 

Each company agreed to 
dismiss its pending legal 
action against the other for 
infringement of patented 


technology useful in the pro¬ 
duction of human growth 
hormone products. Genen¬ 
tech and Lilly have 
exchanged immunities from 
lawsuit, licenses, or options 
to certain patented technolo¬ 
gy useful in the production of 
a number of recombinant 
products. 

Recombinant human 
growth hormone is used to 
treat children with inadequate 
amounts of the hormone and 
who are short in stature, and 
is considered by AIDS 
activists to be the best hope 
for combating wasting syn¬ 
drome. Both companies pro¬ 
duce drugs to treat the disor¬ 
der, but Genentech isolated 
the gene causing the defect 
and had patented it. 

XOMA Lays off 84 

Across the bay, Berkeley- 
based XOMA Corp. has 
announced it will lay off 84 
workers and halt work on 
many long-term projects in an 
attempt to get its financial 
house in order. 

XOMA Corp. is a biophar- 
maceutical company focused 
on the development of prod¬ 
ucts for the treatment of 
infectious and immune sys¬ 


tem diseases and other serious 
disorders. 

XOMA officials said they 
were concentrating their 
efforts and financial resources 
on near-term projects, partic¬ 
ularly those involving the 
development of anti-infection 
products. 

The cash-strapped compa¬ 
ny said it would also retain 
the necessary pre-clinical, 
technical development, manu¬ 
facturing, clinical, and regula¬ 
tory capabilities to move its 
leading products through the 
clinical and regulatory review 
process. 

Other research programs 
which have longer lead times 
and require additional fund¬ 
ing will be eliminated. 

In particular, the company 
said it was halting further 
internal development and 
attempt to license its 
immunofusion product. 

XOMA said it expected the 
restructuring program to 
result in a reduction of annual 
operating expenses of about 
$7.5 million, or about 25 per¬ 
cent. The company said it 
plans to take a one-time 
restructuring charge of $2.5 
million in the fourth quarter 
of 1994.V

Docs: HIV Infection Destroys 
1,000,000,000 T-Cells a Day at First

SAN FRANCISCO - In remarkable 
findings that shake up current beliefs 
about AIDS, and could prove pivotal in 
the search for new therapies, two teams 
reported January 11 HIV replicates far 
more quickly than thought. 

“The major discovery is that the half 
life of the circulating virus and the cells 
producing that virus is a remarkably short 
two days - not weeks or even months, as 
previously thought,” George Shaw, who 
headed the study at the University of 
Alabama at Birmingham, told UPI in an 
interview. 

“The finding is important because it 
provides new information to a variety of 
investigators looking into the pathogene¬ 
sis of acquired immune deficiency syn¬ 
drome and new drugs and vaccines to 
stop the disease.” 

A “half life” represents the time it 
takes for a virus - in this case HIV - or 
virus-producing cells to drop to 50 per¬ 
cent of the initial level. 

Simultaneously, nearly identical 
results were obtained by researchers at 
New York University. 

Both teams reported their work in the 
British journal Nature. 

The scientists found it took two days 
for any of three new, experimental drugs 
to halve the number of viruses and virus- 
producing cells in an HIV-positive 
patient, though the respite was short-lived 
within two to four weeks, as a new and 
drug-resistant strain of the virus took 
over. 


Dynamic and continuous 

The findings show HIV progression as 
a dynamic process of continuous rounds 
of new viral infections and rapid cell 
turnover - a scenario dramatically differ¬ 
ent from the conventional picture of a 
pool of chronically or latently infected 
cells activated after a long period of dor¬ 
mancy. 

“What underlies HIV pathogenesis is 
not a slow process of viral production but 
just the opposite, a dynamic and rapid 
competition of virus production on the 
one hand and cell infection and destruc¬ 
tion on the other,” Shaw said. 

“It’s like a road race, where one com¬ 
petitor is constantly trying to stay ahead 
of the other. Under the seemingly classic 
quiet on the surface of HIV, drives a tur¬ 
bulent process of production - and 
destruction - of a billion viruses and a 
billion immune cells a day.” 

Thus, the virus not so much depresses 
the immune system as exhausts it by pro¬ 
ducing far more viral material than it can 
destroy, the scientists said. 

“The picture that emerges is of a titan¬ 
ic struggle between the virus and the 
immune system,” said Simon Wain- 
Hobson at the Institut Pasteur in Paris. 

“That billions of virions and infected 
cells can be destroyed every day vividly 
illustrates the very hostile environment 
created by the immune system - the 
meanest of streets are nothing by compar¬ 
ison.” 

In an accompanying News and Views 
article, Wain-Hobson wrote, “HIV coun¬ 
ters by massive force of numbers. 

“So long as a few progeny survive to

continue replication and transmission, 
from the point of view of the virus, that is 
a success story despite the billions 
destroyed. That the surface is, for many 
years, relatively calm is a tribute to the 
heroic efforts of the immune system,” he 
said, referring to the lengthy period in 
many cases between infection and onset 
of symptoms. 

With so much virus and so many 
infected cells around, the recent hypothe¬ 
ses that HIV is not the primary culprit in 
AIDS “can definitely be sidelined,” 
Wain-Hobson said. 

“The new analyses are most welcome 
because they clarify the picture consider¬ 
ably. They show that HIV is behaving 
more and more like a virus, without frills 
or special effects,” he said. “It is unique 
and subtle, but a virus nonetheless.” 

Shaw and his team studied 22 patients 
given three new drugs that block the 
activity of two viral enzymes required for 


viral replication. 

One, nevirapine or NVP, inhibits 
reverse transcriptase, which the virus 
needs to copy its RNA genome into DNA. 
The others, ABT-538 and L735.524, 
inhibit the protein-cleaving enzyme the 
virus uses in the manufacture of protein 
coats for new virus particles. 

In the New York study, David Ho of 
the Aaron Diamond AIDS Research 
Center at the NYU School of Medicine 
and his team got similar results from tri¬ 
als of ABT-538 on 20 patients. They 
showed how the continuous production of 
large amounts of infective viruses drives 
the rapid turnover of the immune sys¬ 
tem’s susceptible T-cells. 

The findings have implications for 
researchers testing new AIDS drugs and 
vaccines, who now wait up to 12 months 
to determine the effectiveness of a treat¬ 
ment. Since the rate of viral replication is 
faster than thought, scientists should be 
able to cut that time down to as little as 
four weeks, the researchers said. 

By closely monitoring HIV, doctors 
may be able to predict how and when the 
virus will mutate in response to anti-viral 
drugs. Shaw’s study shows it only takes 
two to four weeks for HIV to develop 
drug resistance. 

“The new findings will help clinicians 
decide when to begin early therapy with 
HIV-infected patients,” Shaw said. “This 
information will give physicians a more 
rational basis for timing the initiation of 
antiretroviral therapy.” 

The findings point to a combination 
drug therapy as holding the greatest 
promise for treating AIDS. ▼ 


Designer Antibodies May 
Stop Some HIV Infection 

Needle Sticks, Maternal 
Transmission Probable Targets

A group of researchers at the 
Scripps Institute in La Jolla, 
California have engineered an 
antibody in the laboratory that is 
highly effective at blocking HIV 
infection. The antibody was 
shown to be completely effec¬ 
tive at blocking infection by 12 
of 16 HIV variants isolated 
from infected people. The HIV 
variants were from two rather 
different HIV strains, HIV IIIB 
and MN, which account for 
most HIV infections in the U.S. 

The antibody is directed 
against a region of the viral coat 
protein, gpl20 that is important 
for fusion with the T-cell mark¬ 
er, CD4; gpl20/CD4 fusion is 
necessary for entry into T-cells. 

The laboratory breakthrough 
contrasts disturbing reports by 
vaccine research groups at the 
10th International AIDS 
Conference in Japan last sum¬ 
mer, that antibodies produced 
against vaccines constructed 
from a particular variant of HIV 
were effective only against that 
one variant but no others. The 
bad news left the hope for an 
AIDS vaccine in shambles. 

In contrast, the observation 
made by the Scripps research 
team, led by Steven Burton and 
Carlos Barbas, and published in 
the November 11, 1994 issue of 
Science magazine, raises the 
hope of some scientists that 


developing a single vaccine 
effective against many variants 
of HIV is still possible. 

Infusion of the anti-gpl20 
antibody engineered in the 
Scripps laboratory into people 
already infected by HIV is 
unlikely to subdue the course of 
AIDS in these individuals, since 
T-cells, not antibodies, are 
required to destroy HIV infected 
T-cells. However, passive infu¬ 
sion of the antibodies into a per¬ 
son immediately after an acci¬ 
dental needle stick may be effec¬ 
tive in preventing HIV infection 
because the virus particles can 
be removed directly from the 
blood before T-cell infection 
occurs. Passive immunotherapy 
may also be effective in prevent¬ 
ing vertical transmission of HIV 
from mother to infant if used 
immediately after birth. Passive 
immunotherapy has been shown 
to be effective in preventing 
HIV-1 infection of chimpanzees. 

Burton, Barbas, and other 
researchers at the Scripps 
Research Institute engineered 
the anti-HIV antibody with 
exceptional neutralizing ability, 
using a laboratory technique 
known as phage display. Phage 
display is a method designed to 
accelerate laboratory molecular 
evolution, that can be used to 
broaden the strain specificity of 
a natural antibody produced 
against HIV by asymptomatic 
people. ▼

NIH Panel Assesses Blood Tests

BETHESDA, MARYLAND - A common 
blood screening test introduced to protect 
transfusion recipients from contracting hepati¬ 
tis has outlived its usefulness and should be 
eliminated from standard screenings of donat¬ 
ed blood, a National Institutes of Health con¬ 
sensus panel recommended Wednesday, 
January 11 . 

The test, designed in the mid-1980s to 
screen out persons who were likely infected 
with active non-A, non-B (NANB) hepatitis, 
has been supplanted by a new hepatitis C virus 
(HCV) test, the panel said. The panel also 
developed recommendations for dealing with 
emerging disease that blood banks and hospi¬ 
tals have no means to detect. 

“While our recommendations will not be 
binding, we hope that they will be implement¬ 
ed by federal agencies and blood banks 
around the country,” said Dr. E. Shannon 
Cooper of the Ochsner Transplant Center in 
New Orleans. 

The panel recommended that the alanine 
aminotransferase (ALT) test be removed from 
standard screening because it does not active¬ 
ly test for an infectious state, but tests for liver 
damage that could result from a range of caus¬ 
es, including hepatitis, obesity and alcohol 
consumption. 

The test came into vogue in the 1980s, 
when it became apparent that forms of hepati¬ 
tis other than the traditional A and B were 
causing infections. However, in the early 
1990s, a test for the hepatitis C virus became 
available, and researcher subsequently proved 
that hepatitis C virus was responsible for more 
than 90 percent of all transfusion-associated 
hepatitis. 

“Because ALT is not a predictor of hepati¬ 


tis C infection, it is not a good marker for 
deferring donors,” said panel member Dr. 
Theresa Wright of the University of 
California, San Francisco. “It is estimated that 
200,000 units were deferred last year, and 
much of that was inappropriate.” 

The panel also decided to recommend that 
the hepatitis B core antibody [anti-HBc] test 
and the test for syphilis continue to be part of 
blood bank screening procedures. 

The anti-HBc, like the ALT test, was 
introduced in the mid-1980s to find NANB 
infections. The panel decided the anti-HBc 
test provided benefit, however, because the 
test helps reduce the risk of hepatitis B 
infections and can identify a small number 
of donors whose blood is infectious for 
HIV, but who do not yet test positive for 
HIV. 

However, panel chairperson Dr. Jane F. 
Desforges of the New England Medical 
Center in Boston pointed out, “the manufac¬ 
turers need to improve the false positive rates 
of this test. 

“False positive tests increase the cost to 
blood banks and to donors, while causing anx¬ 
iety for donors,” said Cooper. 

Many suspected that the syphilis test had 
become pointless because transfusion-related 
syphilis was so rare. Even so, the panel decid¬ 
ed to keep the test because no good data exist¬ 
ed about whether that low rate was simply the 
result of good screening or because the organ¬ 
ism died during storage. 

The panel pointed to the need for coopera¬ 
tion between public health officials and the 
transfusion medicine community to prevent 
emerging infections - like AIDS in the early 
1980s - from running rampant through the 
blood supply. 

Over 8 million units of blood are donated 
every year in the United States. T 


Report: HIV 
Spreads Fastest 
In First 60 Days

ANN ARBOR, MICHIGAN - People infected with HIV 
are most contagious 60 days after contracting the disease, 
during the period when tests are least likely to detect the 
virus, University of Michigan researchers reported Friday, 
January 6. 

Researchers said their study found that a person who is 
HIV-positive can transmit the disease in three out of ten 
sexual encounters during the two months after becoming 
infected. 

The contagion rate declines rapidly after the first 60 
days, bottoming out at about three infections per 1,000 sex¬ 
ual encounters. 

The findings were based on computer analyses of previ¬ 
ous studies in Chicago and San Francisco, which looked at 
HIV antibodies in blood, AIDS testing, and the spread of 
the disease in major cities. 

Previous studies indicated HIV is least detectable when 
testing is done four to six weeks after it’s been contracted. 

“This is the message for the person in the street: Don’t 
rely on simple tests to measure if a person is contagious ” 
Carl Simon, UM economics and public policy professor, 
told the Detroit Free Press. 

“There is a very narrow time period of high contagious¬ 
ness, less than two months, and that’s before you can usu¬ 
ally know you have HIV,” Simon said. 

After the disease progresses to AIDS, the infection rate 
climbs again. 

Researchers said their study raises questions about 
whether contagiousness should be factored into the search 
for an AIDS vaccine. T

Getting Needled

F I! or the past couple of 
H years. I’ve been follow¬ 
ing the research on 
Chinese medicine and 
AIDS, but I never tried it per¬ 
sonally until last month. I’m a 
hardcore skeptic and was some¬ 
what put off by the system’s 
flowery metaphors, but gradual¬ 
ly I was won over by the contin¬ 
uing stream of positive research 
and glowing testimonials about 
its efficacy. My early experience 
with acupuncture has reinforced 
the optimism: I don’t know how 
it does what it does, but it defi¬ 
nitely does something. 

You can’t say this about most 
“alternative” treatments for 
HIV. Usually it’s impossible to 
tell if they’re doing anything at 
all. Their protagonists (more 
often than not they’re also the 
people selling the nostrum) 
argue that simply not getting 
sick is proof of this or that treat¬ 
ment’s effectiveness. You take 
them on faith, as it were. 

Before the existence of the 
HIV test and the first rudimenta¬ 
ry drugs for the virus (i.e., 
AZT), there were few clear 
treatment standards and no clear 
way to sort out the promising 
but unproved approaches from 
the worthless scams. When the 
nucleoside analogs (“nukes”) 
established a minimum baseline 
for effective therapy - and a 
fairly low one at that - most of 
the scams fizzled out. Chinese 
medicine, in contrast, has con¬ 
tinued to grow steadily in popu¬ 


larity among HIVers for a num¬ 
ber of reasons. 

First and foremost is that the 
AZT baseline mentioned above 
isn’t such a difficult standard to 
match. When Traditional 
Chinese Medicine (henceforth 
TCM) has to compete against 
penicillin, it doesn’t do so well, 
but AZT and the other nukes are 
easier marks to beat. 

In fact, when you exclude ill¬ 
nesses that can be resolved by 
either antibiotics or surgery 
(which is, to be fair, a majority

of ailments), TCM does about as 
well as Western medicine. And 
it does it with fewer side effects. 
HIVers struggling to manage the 
toxic impact of their multitudi¬ 
nous AIDS drugs often turn to 
TCM in a quest for therapies 
that won’t destroy their liver. 

Another popular use of TCM 
is to treat the side effects of 
Western treatments, for exam¬ 
ple, using acupuncture to relieve 
the peripheral neuropathy 
caused by many of the nukes. 
TCM practitioners have mixed 
feelings about this approach, 
which relegates them to the sec¬ 
ond string as a kind of cleanup 
crew undoing the damage 
caused by Western techniques. 

Finally, many PWAs turn to 
TCM only after they’ve exhaust¬ 
ed the Western treatment 
options for their particular prob¬ 
lem. This is how I finally came

ders at helping people deal with 
the agony of withdrawal. 

Although my sinusitis hasn’t 
resolved itself yet, I have gotten 
swift and significant relief for 
my peripheral neuropathy. It’s 
not clear if the herbs are doing 
anything, but classical purists of 
TCM would put the blame for 
that on the preparations QY 
uses, which pack the herbs in a 
traditional pill format instead of 
giving the patient a large bundle 
of leaves, twigs and goddess- 
knows-what to boil into a tea. 

The latter method is presum¬ 
ably more effective, but the 
results are too gross for most 
Westerners to tolerate. QY prac¬ 
tices what I call East-West med¬ 
icine, based on TCM but incor¬ 
porating some Western ele¬ 
ments, like standardized formu¬ 
las and pills. The hardcore tradi¬ 
tionalists prefer to tailor their 
prescriptions to each individual. 

A standard treatment takes 
about 40 minutes. The acupunc¬ 
turist places the needles, and 
then assistants come by to 
administer the moxibustion, 
which is heating the pins with 
an herbal, incense-like sub¬ 
stance. When you’re finished 
the assistants remove the pins, 
carefully counting to make sure 
they’ve got them all. 

I still don’t know why it does 
what it does. One popular, sim¬ 
plistic reason offered is that the 
needles trigger the release of 
endorphins, naturally occurring 
pain-killing hormones. This 
simply doesn’t square with most 
of the existing research on 
endorphins, which are rarely so 
easily mobilized and which, in 
any event, wouldn’t stay active 
long enough to produce the 
effect I experienced. 

On the other hand, I really 
don’t know how most Western 
meds work, beyond the most 
simplistic and basic mechanics. 
Everyone knows that antibiotics 
kill germs, but can you explain 
how or why they do it, or why 
they only kill “bad” germs and 
not “good” ones? (Actually, 
they tend to kill both, thus their 
toxic side effects.) 

All I know at this point is 
that it makes me feel good. I’m 
skeptical about what salespeo¬ 
ple say, cautious about incon¬ 
clusive research, but never 
doubt what my body tells me. 
It told me in no uncertain 
terms that rifabutin was killing 
me, that too much D4T would 
turn me into an energetic 
maniac with no feelings in my 
hands or feet, and that mari¬ 
juana is the best treatment for 
nausea. And it tells me that 
acupuncture makes it happy. 
So, at least as long as MediCal 
pays for it. I’ll be getting nee¬ 
dled weekly. ▼ 


to get needled, after years of 
watching from the sidelines. 

Avoiding the knife 

In my case it was persistent, 
treatment-resistant sinusitis that 
brought me around. Like many, 
if not most, PWAs, I have an 
ongoing sinus infection. This is 
usually treated with antibiotics, 
but I’m already on five broad- 
range antibiotics and yet the 
sinusitis thrives. The addition of 
a powerful decongestant and a 
mucus-thinning agent relieved 
some of the congestion - 
enough to check the fevers and 
night sweats - but failed to 
resolve the infection or clear my 
sinuses to the point where I 
could hear out of my right ear. 

A little deafness isn’t such a 
horrible thing, especially com¬ 


pared to pneumonias and brain 
tumors, but I dislike harboring 
ongoing infections. The next 
step in treatment, according to 
my Ear-Nose-Throat specialist, 
was to physically drain the 
blocked sinuses by a simple 
Roto-Rooter-like surgical pro¬ 
cedure. But I shy away from 
surgery if at all possible, and in 
this case it would be a purely 
temporary solution and proba¬ 
bly have to be repeated. I decid¬ 
ed to give TCM a try before sub¬ 
mitting to the knife. 

I went to Quan Yin, largely 
because they’re located across 
the hall from the Healing 
Alternatives Foundation, the 
local “Buyer’s Club” where I 
get a number of herbs and food 
supplements. It’s hard not to 
notice the pungent aroma of 
moxibustion that emanates from 
QY, a scent somewhat similar to 
marijuana. 

I was surprised and delighted 
to discover that MediCal pays 
for acupuncture up to four times 
a month. They won’t, alas, pay 
for the Chinese herbs, but I was 
referred to the AIDS Emergency 
Fund, who will. Given the gen¬ 
eral non-toxicity of TCM and 
the fact that it was, in my case, 
virtually free, what did I have to 
lose? They read my pulses, 
checked my tongue (first lesson 
for TCM users - don’t suck on 
purple hard candies on your way 
to an appointment), and stuck 
me full of pins. 

My body tells me ... 

At first I was pretty cool to 
the notion of acupuncture 
because I couldn’t see how it 
works. The herbal formulas pre¬ 
sumably work the same way 
Western drugs do, but why 
should sticking needles all over 
do anything at all? 

However, I kept hearing con¬ 
sistently positive feedback 
about it from Western medical 
health care workers I knew who 
had observed TCM in action. 
They all expressed considerable 
doubts that Chinese herbs did 
anything at all but conceded, 
some grudgingly, that acupunc¬ 
ture definitely had an impact. 
After two sessions, I agreed 
with them. 

About ten minutes after get¬ 
ting needled, I - and most other 
acupunctees that I’ve talked 
with - drift off into a very pleas¬ 
ant alpha-wave state. At any 
given moment half of the folks 
getting needled at QY (and a 
majority of them appear to be 
HIVers) are snoring gently on 
their couches. This occurs too 
consistently and dramatically to 
be a mere placebo effect. I can 
see why acupuncture has such a 
good record in treating drug 
addiction; it must perform won¬

Finally: Good News on the AIDS Front

The coming year shows 
several signs of ending the 
recent good news drought for 
people with AIDS. This new 
hope does not come from the 
political arena, which looks 
bleak from almost any angle. 
Nor does it come from better 
management of the govern¬ 
ment’s AIDS research. Instead, 
it came from a convergence of 
good luck, fortuitous timing, 
and activists’ hard work. 

In the last six months 
alone, several advances have 
combined to improve the 
potential quality and length of 
life for PWAs. One of the 
clearest examples was the 
recent data showing that the 
recombinant human growth 
hormone makes a profound 
difference for people with 
AIDS-related wasting - pro¬ 
ducing not just fatty weight 
gain, but a lasting return of 
lean body mass. Similarly, 
people with CMV retinitis 
now have, for the first time, 
two or three new and simpler 
ways for treating this sight- 
threatening infection. New 
evidence shows that ocular 
implants, small time-release 
Gancyclovir pellets surgically 
implanted in the eye, appear 
to offer superior protection 
against advancing retinitis. A 
single pellet lasts up to eight 
months. Full FDA approval of 
this procedure is expected by 
mid-year. Compare implants 
to twice-daily IV infusions 
and it’s easy to see why PWAs 
see this as a real advance. 
Similarly, the FDA has just 
approved oral Gancyclovir 
tablets for CMV retinitis 
maintenance therapy. 

Although not a perfect solu¬ 
tion, the oral drug seems to 
offer nearly the same benefit 
as the older IV treatment. 
Perhaps of even greater 
importance is that the oral 
drug may soon be available as 
a preventative against CMV 
in the first place. 

Advances on the antiviral 
front are coming from two 
directions: first, there is now 
increasingly clear evidence 
that combining existing drugs 
can produce far better results 
than single drug therapy. The 
key seems to be picking the 
right combination, as was 
demonstrated by two 
European studies that com¬ 
bined AZT with 3TC. While 
neither drug is very effective 
on its own, the combination 
seems to counteract the trend 
toward drug resistance more 
powerfully than previous 
combinations. Consequently, 
the new data shows high lev¬ 
els of sustained viral suppres¬ 
sion holding strong after a full 
year, with the benefit seeming 
to be equally true for people 
just beginning therapy and for 
those who used up their time 
on AZT long ago. 

The second front of hope in 
slowing viral reproduction 
comes from the newer pro¬ 
tease inhibitor drug. Very 
recent data released from 
Abbott Laboratories regarding 


their drug ABT-538 show 
some of the most dramatic 
antiviral activity yet seen in a 
clinical study. Study partici¬ 
pants averaged a two log drop 
in viral level (a 100-fold 
reduction), while at least one 
patient group protocol also had 
an average 300-400 point 
increase in CD4 levels. We 
haven’t seen this good an 
increase this large any past 
study; it’s as good as the “best 
case” data ever seen. To be 
sure, this data covers only a six 
week protocol, so the dreaded 
viral resistance problem may 
yet lie ahead, but so too does 
the opportunity to use the drug 
in rational combinations. 
Large ABT-538 studies should 
begin this year in the US. 
Activists are hearing that 
Abbott may attempt accelerat¬ 
ed approval this summer, 
though this is far from certain. 

Other protease drugs, like 
Roche’s saquinovir and 
Merck’s L-773-524, are 
already in wide scale testing, 
while new compounds from 
Agouron, Vertex, Upjohn, 
Kyoto and several others are 
just now beginning human 
testing cycles. No matter what 
the fate of any individual 
drug, there are enough alter¬ 
natives to safely predict that 
important improvements in 
antiviral therapy lie immedi¬ 
ately ahead. 

Much of this movement 
toward more rational (and con¬ 
sequently more effective) use 
of therapies is being driven by 
the new blood tests that mea¬ 
sure HIV levels more accurate¬ 
ly than before. These tests - 
either qualitative PCR or 
branched DNA - will help 
determine (a) when it’s time to 
begin using a drug; (b) whether 
or not that drug or combination 
is working, once applied; and 
(c) when it’s time to switch to 
something else. Previously, 
answering these questions has 
been mostly guesswork, so it’s 
no surprise that treatment was 
such a hit-and-miss proposi¬ 
tion. But not so any more. 

Immune system restorative 
therapies are still only slowly 
moving ahead, mostly 
because less time and money 
have gone into them so far. 
Project Inform’s Immune 
Reconstitution Think Tank, 
called by scientists “the 
crazy-glue that binds together 
the work on immune-based 
therapies internationally,” has 
resolved a major long term 
grant to further accelerate 
work in this area. And despite 
other possible weaknesses, 
the new director of the Office 
of AIDS Research in 
Washington has at least a per¬ 
sonal investment in this field. 
High-risk/high-potential 
immune reconstitution proto¬ 
cols are inching their way 
toward approval at UCSF, 
Duke University, University 
of Wisconsin, and the 
University of Washington. 

Gene therapies, which will 
unlock the door to new treat¬ 
ments inside the cell, should 
bear fruit in the next 12 
months. Scientists are now 
building virus delivery sys¬ 
tems that will take drugs 


and/or interrupting genetic 
material directly into HIV- 
infected cells. These altered 
virus particles will hopefully 
not be harmful in themselves, 
as some will be programmed 
not to replicate and all others 
are being designed to avoid 
damaging the human host. 
They will simply invade 
human cells, bringing along a 
lethal snack for HIV. Activists 
have heard that some of these 
tests are set to start in six 
patients at the University of 
San Diego. Another program 
underway, from the biotech 
company Viagene, has already 
inserted new genes into dozens 
of human volunteers and is 
widening the program with a 
phase II study early this year. 

Along with advances in 
gene therapy, there is new 
understanding about the basic 
nature of HIV and the destruc¬ 
tion it causes. Scientists are 
slowly mapping the genes 
needed for the virus to repli¬ 
cate. They have discovered 
that there is more than one 
gene area now thought to be 
responsible for transcription. 
In other words, they are find¬ 
ing out some of the back-up 
systems the virus uses to evade 
antiviral drugs. Science is now 
confirming that large amounts 
of virus are directly responsi¬ 
ble for disease progression and 
that early aggressive interven¬ 
tion is probably called for. 
Also, scientists are rapidly 
finding out how the virus caus¬ 
es immune system cells to die 
off as well as the shifting func¬ 
tionality of HIV-infected CD4 
and CD8 cell lines. Recent 
endocrine research (which 
brought us growth hormone) is 
beginning to unfold many 
mysteries about weight loss 
and wasting that were 
unknown just two years ago. 

Alongside these and simi¬ 
lar advances has been a quiet 
resurgence in AIDS activism. 
While the press trumpets non¬ 
sense like “ACT-UP is dead” 
and “Why has AIDS activism 
disappeared?” activists are 
producing a steady stream of 
high quality work. Most long 
term players like ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, Project 
Inform, TAG, ACT UP/New 
York have remained commit¬ 
ted, while many new players 
such as APLA, SFAF, and 
AmFAR are now joining the 
cause for better AIDS thera¬ 
pies faster. In short, people 
are getting involved again, 
and there is a renewed feeling 
of unity (following an in- 
house brawl last year over the 
fate of accelerated approval of 
new treatments). A unified 
national activist coalition 
recently helped accelerate 
access to oral growth hor¬ 
mone; the same coalition is 
reforming to address quick 
access to the protease 
inhibitors, with the goal of 
making the best protease 
drugs available to PWAs by 
midsummer. 

There may be fewer street 
demonstrations, but activist 
input is greater than ever. 
Activists today are aggres¬ 
sively involved in virtually 
every decision made and 


every drug development strat¬ 
egy underway. No, the gov¬ 
ernment isn’t doing a better 
job, nor are the drug compa¬ 
nies any less interested in 
profits. But the aggressive 
work of well-informed 
activists is doing more today 
than ever to keep progress and 
hope alive. Still, the work is 
daunting and many more 
activists are needed in the bat¬ 


tle to make HIV disease a 
non-fatal condition. T

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Vita and the Helpless Woolf

.. ver a half a century after her death, the story¬ 
telling gifts of Virginia Woolf continue to amaze, 
delight, and inspire. She would have turned 113 
this week, on January 25. 

About this time in 1928, the woman with the haunted, 
elliptical eyes was completing the first draft of her sixth 
novel, Orlando , at Long Bam in England. Woolf already 
commanded considerable respect - for Mrs. Dalloway 
and To the Lighthouse , among others - and she showed 
she was in top form with Orlando, hailed upon its publi¬ 
cation as a long, elaborate love letter. 

She was also, this 46th birthday weekend, fighting off the 
flu - and in love. While at Long Bam with her husband 
Leonard, whom she married at age 30 for a number of com¬ 
plex reasons, she wrote her lover. Vita Sackville-West. In a 
letter dated January 22, Woolf wrote to the woman for 
whom she shared a special fondness: “I’ve been thinking of 
you all the time, dear Honey. ... This is only by way of 
goodnight, and to say that should you ever want to see me, 
I am your entirely devoted but helpless and useless crea¬ 
ture.” 

Although she was to write in a 1930 letter “It is true that 
I only want to show off to women. Women alone stir my 


imagination,” the tortured affairs in Woolf’s novels made 
her the queen of unrequited desire. The presentation of 
female pairings was often done through code or disguises. 

Literary scholars speculate that the reason Woolf cre¬ 
ated a subterranean world for her fictional lesbian charac¬ 
ters had more to do with the English obscenity laws of the 
time than the projection of her own pathology: the same 
year she enjoyed the publication of Orlando, the trial over 
Radclyffe Hall’s openly lesbian novel The Well of 
Loneliness was underway in England. For a while, Woolf 
planned to testify on her behalf. 

Hands across the sea 

Also this week in 1928, as Woolf was toiling away on 
Orlando at Long Bam, actress Natacha Rambova was 
turning 31 in the USA - and perfecting the art of the gay 
marriage. Holly wood-style. Rambova was a darling of the 
parlors where Los Angeles lesbians could and did com¬ 
fortably visit at the time, even as she was married to 
Rudolph Valentino, the idol of literally millions of 
American women (and men). 

Eventually Rambova - the former Winifred Shaunnessy of 
Salt Lake City - settled into one of those distinctly Tinseltown 
cottage industries, Egyptology, and even published a book on 
the subject through Princeton University Press. T 
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The State of Oregon’s 
OCA Just Won’t Go Away!

PORTLAND, OREGON - Although vot¬ 
ers in Oregon have twice defeated anti-gay 
and lesbian initiatives promoted by the right 
wing Oregon Citizens Alliance (OCA), the 
leader of the group has started a petition 
drive to put a third such measure on the 1996 
ballot. 

The OCA’s Ballot Measure 13 was defeated 
by 51 to 49 percent last November, and the 
similar Ballot Measure 9 was rejected by a 57- 
43 margin in 1992. OCA Chairman Lon Mabon 
thinks that the third measure has a good chance 
of passing. With the conservative tide sweeping 
the U.S., he may be right. 

The OCA is supported by other right wing 
individuals and groups, including Pat 
Robertson’s Christian Coalition. The anti-OCA 
campaign has been supported by Portland busi¬ 
nesses such as US Bank, US WEST, Portland 
General Electric (PGE), and Nike. Film direc¬ 
tor Gus Van Sant has also contributed money 
and held fundraisers to fight the OCA. 

Ken Harrison, chairman of PGE, said in an 
August 1994 letter to all employees that “I can¬ 
not be supportive of any measure that uses dif¬ 
ferences as a basis for denying fundamental 
human rights. Further, I am skeptical of the 
organization that is trying falsely to clothe this 
measure in the sheep’s clothing of ‘no special 
rights.’ I do not believe in special rights or ‘pro¬ 
tected status’; neither do I believe in legalized 
license for discrimination.” 

During the fall campaign, No on 13 
Campaign director Julie Davis (an open les¬ 
bian) said that the issue is “about how we relate 
to one another. Do we have the ability to talk 
about our differences and deal with them one 
on one, or do we become a state that cannot tol¬ 
erate the fact that as individuals we may have 
differences in what we believe and how we live 
our lives?” 

Mabon’s slant was that his ballot measure 
“won’t recognize homosexuality as a minority, 
won’t allow government to promote it or spend 
public money on it, and won’t let it be taught to 
our children. Other than that, there’s no limita¬ 
tion and no restriction.” 

The OCA has been sued a number of times 
over the years. In October 1992, a jury in 
Portland awarded a judgment of $31,000 to les¬ 
bian photojournalist Catherine Stauffer, as 
damages for civil battery committed by OCA 
staffer Scott Lively. Stauffer’s gay attorney, 
Bradley Woodworth, has been unable to collect 
the judgment from the OCA, as the organiza¬ 
tion has continually moved funds back and 


forth among its five entities: the OCA 
Educational Foundation, No Special Rights 
Political Action Committee (PAC), OCA PAC, 
Human Rights League PAC, and the Oregon 
Christian Coalition. 

The American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) of Oregon has been in the forefront of 
the battle against the OCA, and has been able 
to get court injunctions against OCA measures 
that were passed in individual Oregon cities 
and counties. 

Following the passage of those measures in 
1993, the Oregon Legislature passed HB 3500, 
which has prohibited municipalities and coun¬ 
ty governments from 
enacting or enforcing 
measures that single out 
individuals based on sex¬ 
ual orientation. 

In an interview con¬ 
ducted by this reporter 
last year, ACLU lead 
attorney Charles Hinkle 
said Mabon “is like other 
demagogues from other 
times and places, a per¬ 
son who latches onto 
popular slogans and prej¬ 
udices and exploits them, 
and fosters ignorance and 
misunderstanding rather than the truth.” 

Hinkle added that the OCA leadership 
knows that “many of the things they say about 
gays and lesbians are false. They know the 
nondiscrimination laws do not protect gay and 
lesbian persons. I think that’s a very strong 
indication that their real effort here is to build 
their own power base.” 

Last year a Portland-area public school 
teacher was cleared of what the OCA termed 
“promoting homosexuality,” after an investiga¬ 
tion by a Portland law firm. The report showed 
that parents had approved of their sons attend¬ 
ing the off-campus workshop called “A New 
Attitude: Promoting Health Behaviors in a 
High Risk Society.” 

The misunderstanding about teacher Larry 
Smith arose from Smith’s statement to eighth- 
grade boys that “if a person has two homosex¬ 
ual experiences, it does not necessarily mean 
that he or she is gay.” 

Hinkle said that the OCA and its campaign 
of hatred had been beneficial in one respect: 
“They’ve brought a lot more gays and lesbians 
into the political process. Certainly the gay/les¬ 
bian movement is much more visible than it 
was ten years ago, and partly we have the OCA 
to thank for that.” ▼

In addition. Helms hopes to 
get rid of “gay, lesbian, bisexual 
program managers, whose job it 
is to recruit homosexual 
employees and promote homo¬ 
sexuality,” he said. “People 
should be hired based upon their 
own merits.” 

Broughton said he was aware 
of such a program position in 
the Department of Agriculture. 

“That’s not true,” an agricul¬ 
ture department official told this 
reporter. 

“Tom” chief of GLOBE’s 
Department of Transportation 
branch, said he was unaware of 
such a position anywhere in the 
federal government. Tom said 
he did not want his surname 
used because of the risk of 
harming his government career. 

“I personally don’t feel that 
government dollars should be 
spent recruiting people based 
upon their sexual orientation,” 
he said. “But that’s a moot point 
because it doesn’t occur.” 

Helms is using the now- 
familiar right wing tactic of 
claiming that gays and lesbians 
are receiving preferred treat¬ 
ment, hoping that, by doing so, 
fellow senators will be scared to 
vote against the bill for fear of 
appearing to support “special 
rights” for gays, said Doug 
Hattaway, spokesman for the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund. 

“Helms is trying to say that 
because the Department of 
Agriculture has a non-discrimi¬ 
nation policy, that means that it 
specifically recruits homosexu¬ 
als, and that means that homo¬ 
sexuals are a part of the affirma¬ 
tive action program,” he said. 
“That’s ridiculous.” 

Tom said that it is unfair for 
Helms to target GLOBE for a 
loss of office meeting space and 


funding when the bill does not 
mention any of the other 21 offi¬ 
cially-sanctioned federal 
employee groups. For example, 
he said, there are groups for 
black and Hispanic employees, 
and the government allows its 
office space to be used for pur¬ 
poses such as Bible study and 
weight-reduction discussions. 

“If this bill were to pass, 
we’d be the only employee 
group denied its rights,” he said. 

“It may be a legitimate ques¬ 
tion as to whether the govern¬ 
ment should spend any money 
on employee groups,” Hattaway 
said. “But it’s not legitimate to 
single out the gay and lesbian 
group for discrimination.” 

Broughton said black and 
Hispanic groups are a different 
matter because “homosexuals are 
not racial or ethnic minorities.” 

GLOBE has the same pur¬ 
pose that other employee groups 
have, Tom said: “We’re out here 
to provide education and infor¬ 
mation to management, to make 
the workplace better for all 
employees, and to provide sup¬ 
port for our members.” 

Helms’s bill bars the U.S. 
government from spending 
money to “embrace, accept, 
condone or celebrate homosex¬ 
uality as a legitimate or normal 
lifestyle,” and it specifically 
bars employee recruitment on 
the basis of sexual orientation 
and any gay-supportive semi¬ 
nars and programs. 

That could mean an end to all 
workplace forums that deal with 
anti-gay discrimination, and it 
may even lead to an end to 
enforcement of the ban on anti¬ 
gay discrimination that exists in 
at least 17 federal agencies, 
Hattaway said, because employ¬ 
ee time - and thus federal 
money - must be used to con¬ 
duct anti-discrimination and 
sensitivity forums, and to inves¬ 
tigate discrimination charges. ▼

Thoroughly Modem SFMoMA

F irst came the advance 
press releases and hard hat 
tours of the new San 
Francisco Museum of Modern 
Art under construction. The 
public relations blitz reached a 
fever pitch as the $62-million

spend a long weekend with a 
small group of students - both 
beginners and the experienced - 
creating a film. 

“Barbara will coordinate, not 
necessarily direct, allowing peo¬ 
ple to get into work groups, take 
video cameras and shoot what 
they want,” says Lisac. “Then 
they’ll edit, invite significant 
others to see the final product, 
and have a party. She is looking 
at the process as being as fun as 
the final product.” 

Another promising course is 
Danny Mangin’s five-session 
look (starting March 6) at gays 
and lesbians as seen on TV from 
the ’50s to the present. Mangin, 
whose City College gay film 
courses are well-known, is tack¬ 
ling television for the first time. 
“I’d love to see him deconstruct 
Gilligan’s Island says Lisac. 
“It sounds like a hoot!” 

If that sounds too main¬ 
stream for your tastes, how 
about exploring the process of 
creative expression from a spiri¬ 
tual angle? Taught by a Radical 
Faerie named Tree, “Creative 
Block and the Queer Artist: A 
Support Workshop” promises to 
move students past creative 
blocks, and as Lisac puts it, 
“heal spaces inside themselves 
that may have to do with being 
gay or lesbian.” 

Other highlights include an 
acting class for lesbians taught 
by Carolyn Gage, who has cre¬ 
ated women’s theatre perfor¬ 
mance groups all over the coun¬ 
try; performance artist and 
comedian Terry Baum’s courses 
on theatre appreciation and 
play writing; a class on the work 
of Marlon Riggs taught by 
Frameline Board President Karl 
Knapper; and videomaker 
Charles Lofton’s “screenings 
and discussions” courses on 
“queer experimental film.” 

Given the interests and 
sophistication of its targeted stu¬ 
dent body, Lisac sees nearly 
unlimited possibilities for the 
Milk Institute’s future. 

“There are so many areas we 
can grow into. Down the line we 
will probably be doing a lot of 
music courses, particularly 
20th-century music. We’ve 
talked about a course on drag 
etiquette. And I’ve been joking 
with people that we’ll probably

T he class rings haven’t 
been designed and no 
one’s talking about a 
school mascot, but 
when the doors open next week, 
The Harvey Milk Institute will 
become the world’s first college 
for and about sexual minorities. 

The inaugural term offers an 
ambitious program of 57 cours¬ 
es covering everything from 
auto mechanics and finance to 
theatre appreciation - all created 
with the gay community in 
mind. 

As might be expected, class¬ 
es in the arts, literature and pop 
culture constitute a sizable por¬ 
tion of the curriculum, including 
courses with intriguing titles 
like “Queer TV,” “Gay and 
Lesbian Asian/American 
Literature” and “Exploring Life 
as Art.” Tuition ranges from $45 
to $190, and most 


classes will be held at 
Everett Middle School (450 
Church Street). 

Fills a void 

The Milk Institute’s curricu¬ 
lum was designed by Dean 
Andrew Lisac, who is also assis¬ 
tant dean of continuing studies 
at Stanford. He began working 
on the project last year after 
Jonathan Katz, chair of the City 
College Gay and Lesbian 
Studies Department, came to 
him with the idea of establishing 
an institution for the community 
that was designed, as the 
impressively produced catalog 
puts it, “purely for the love of 


learning.” Lisac, Katz and their 
colleagues on the board of 
directors have all volunteered 
their time to get the college off 
the ground. 

“The idea came up in early 
1994,” Lisac said in a recent 
interview, “when several of us 
who were frustrated working in 
our own academic environments 
felt we needed to create a safe 
space for queer students in edu¬ 
cational programs. Many of us 
have courses that deal with 
queer studies at our campuses, 
but it’s a very difficult proposi¬ 
tion to get things through cur¬ 
riculum committees. We got 
tired of fighting and decided 
that institutions have a lot at 
stake in keeping things the way 
they are. We decided to do it 
ourselves.” 

While no credit or grades 
will be given, Lisac sees a time, 
given the number of instructors 
proposing course 
ideas and the big 
advance enrollment, 
when the Milk 
Institute could 
become an accred¬ 
ited college with its 
own campus. In 
addition to the aca¬ 
demic freedom an 
all-gay school 
might create, 
Lisac sees other 
advantages. 
“College, for 
straight people, 
is a place to go 
and not only 
learn but also 
meet potential 
mates. Our idea, quite frankly, is 
not only to allow people to 
broaden their educational hori¬ 
zons and keep on learning, but 
also to meet people with similar 
interests. It’s really a sign of 
maturation in our community 
that we can put together a uni¬ 
versity and support it as a com¬ 
munity, and in going to classes 
meet new friends and develop 
new interests. It’s a great alter¬ 
native to the bars.” 


Innovative curriculum 

Among the innovative cours¬ 
es set for the institute’s first term 
is a hands-on filmmaking class 
lead by lesbian filmmaker 
Barbara Hammer. Her idea is to 


have the best design department 
in the world at some point in the 
future. It’s really going to 
depend on what the community 
wants.” T

'101 Humiliating Stories' 

No Ordinary Subversive

t’s hard to say exactly why Lisa 
Kron’s 101 Humiliating Stories is as 
II good as it is. More than the sum of its 
parts, this quirky, well-acted perfor¬ 
mance piece on the unlikely themes of 
personal embarrassment and exposure 
not only makes you laugh, it makes you 
feel larger, better, more fully human. 

Kron is already well-known to Bay 
Area audiences for her work with the 
New York-based comedy troupe the Five 
Lesbian Brothers and her previous solo 
work. All My Hopes and Dreams. 
Directed by John Hoffman, her current 
show arrives for a three-week run at 
Josie’s Cabaret and Juice Joint following 
critically-acclaimed performances at sev¬ 
eral New York venues. 

Its title notwithstanding, the show is 
composed of 17 vignettes, ranging from 
childhood reminiscences to a thoroughly 
postmodern tableau in which Kron nods 
off mid-sentence. Recreating moments of 
intense personal vulnerability in the 
actress’ life, each piece turns on the 
unpredictable, humorously defiant set of 
“secondary behaviors” that, she says, 
often emerge in such situations. 

After walking down the hallway of her 
workplace with her skirt inadvertently 
tucked into her pantyhose, Kron trans¬ 


forms embarrassment to exhibitionism 
with a triumphant fantasy of wagging her 
Rubenesque butt in her coworkers’ faces. 
In another piece, an uncontrollable out¬ 
burst of star-struck, adolescent behavior 
betrays Kron’s facade of ultracool disin¬ 
terest when she and her girlfriend meet 
film actress Sigourney Weaver at an 
AIDS fundraiser. 

While these stories are funny in and of 
themselves, they are moved beyond the 
realm of stand-up by Kron’s ability to 
accommodate the seemingly incongruous 
in her work. This complexity works on 
many levels, from the chic, yet clown-like 
striped lounging pajamas she wears 
onstage to the mix of personal and uni¬ 
versal themes in her material. 

Indeed, while few people may have 
been in the exact situations Kron 
describes, it is almost impossible not to 
identify with them. The pieces on teenage 
angst are particularly evocative; for 
example, a hilarious and terrifying 
episode in which a stray sanitary napkin 
pops out of Kron’s purse and is left lying 
in the school hallway all day. 

Kron’s uncanny ability to connect with 
her audience is rooted in her equally 
impressive skills as a writer and per¬ 
former. Working with only a few basic 
props - chair, table, music stand - she 
creates an almost palpable sense of situa-

tion and character through her use of 
voice, gesture and closely observed 
detail. 

A dead-on impression of over-made- 


up saleswomen at a New York City cos¬ 
metics counter comes complete with 
squawky nasal accents and Kron’s very 
funny descriptions of their “big hair” and 
“Shroud of Turin” faces. A gay-friendly 
older woman in a college play is sweetly 
recalled as looking like “Margaret 
Hamilton if she had been a dried apple 
doll.” 

Kron is similarly adept at handling the 
underlying political concerns of her 
work. While she defines herself from the 
outset as a “big lesbian,” Kron’s physical 
and sexual identity is only one element of 
her comedy, integral but never intrusive. 

Whatever queer sensibility the show 
may be said to have lies in Kron’s clear 
vision of the liberating power of valuing 
those parts of ourselves that we have tra¬ 
ditionally been taught to silence or hide. 

Humiliation may make us human, she 
seems to say, but exposure makes us 
strong. In 101 Humiliating Stories, Kron 
covers the pain of this process with 
humor, creating in herself a funny, but 
ultimately subversive, role model who 
makes the whole thing look easy and 
encourages us to take the leap. ▼

Always Hurt the One You Love

aria and Grif the title characters in 
Vivienne Laxdal’s gripping melodrama 
about untrue love, lesbian style, are 
respectively lower and upper class, 
brunette and (frosted) blonde, butch and femme, 
sinned against and sinning. After spending several 
girlish summers away at camp, they break the 
homophobe barrier on their last night together, 
only to lose each other to very different destinies. 
When they meet again three years later for a sec¬ 
ond (non-consensual) one-night stand, love’s not 
in the air - revenge is. 

To reveal what happens in the second act would 
spoil the suspense, which is almost all the exposi¬ 
tion-laden, flashback-riddled first act has going for 
it. Let’s just say, things pick up after intermission, 
when the characters get to stop giggling, move into 
present tense and get down to some serious psy¬ 
chic torture, partnered self-mutilation and blood 
ritual-cum-score-settling. 

Lisa Johnston, as Karla, swaggers around in 
beat-up boots, ragged jeans and great biceps. 
Wearing her dad’s knife in a holster over her right 
hip pocket, she exudes the ageless, bright-eyed 
gumption and angst of a generation-X Peter Pan. If 
only she could show a little real emotion - but that 
might contradict her working-class, closeted, baby 
butch code of ethics. 

Grif - short for Janet Griffith - is Wendy with a 
sex drive, running off to get “poked” at neighbor¬ 
ing boys’ camps whenever possible. Danielle Thys 
does a good imitation of a mannered, high-pitched 
airhead until (in the second act) she comes alive in 
a truly gorgeous drunk scene, which moves into 
seduction, climaxing in the best (lesbian) love 
scene anyone’s ever done anywhere. 

Director Adele Prandini keeps the pace so live¬ 
ly throughout act one that the actors never settle 
into their surroundings. The detailed, cluttered tri¬ 
part set by Pam Peniston never feels lived in. 
Things move so quickly that lines are lost - not to 
mention feelings - and the illustrative flashbacks 
aren’t given the social realistic treatment that alone 
would justify their cumbersome detail. In the sec¬ 
ond act, all is forgiven, as the play comes alive 
with a pleasing series of surprises. 

No directorial magic can make up for miscast¬ 
ing. The third wheel in this anti-love story is 
Karla’s dad, played by Peter Alfano. We know he’s 
her father because he calls her his “little girl.” 
Otherwise he could be an annoying roommate, an 
ex-lover, a queer buddy - you name it. Almost 
nothing about him suspends our disbelief: not his

pot belly, not his obsessive love for the wife who 
done him wrong, not the way he slumps in his 
chair watching television. As long as he’s onstage 
trying hard to look like somebody’s dad, the play 
can’t move. 

Last but not least, Sarah Huntington Rossell 
gives an almost flawless 1 lth-hour cameo perfor¬ 
mance. If only the playwright would throw out the 
first act, start at the top of the second and give 
Rossell more stage time. Oh, well. 

In spite of its flaws, Karla and Grif provides a 
riveting, provocative, and ultimately very satisfy¬ 
ing evening of theater no self-respecting dyke 
drama junkie can afford to miss. T

Tommy Tune's 'Grease' Deserve 

Environmental Haz

i he title of the musical 
may be Grease, but 
Day-Glo oil slick is 
more like it. 

The 1994 Broadway touring 
version of Grease, now strut¬ 
ting its vapid stuff at the Golden 
Gate Theatre, should be inspired 
fun, but in the hands of super¬ 
vising producer Tommy Tune 
and director (and Tune protege) 
Jeff Calhoun, this newfangled 
’90s version of the fabulous ’50s 
is a misconceived mess awash in 
sets and costumes in every 
shade of fluorescent color 
known to man. Headache-induc¬ 
ing and garish from beginning 
to end, this production bleeds 
the sappy charm from this 
beloved work, revealing Grease 
to be an empty shell of a musi¬ 
cal. 

When Jim Jacobs and Warren 
Casey’s Grease opened on 
Broadway in February 1972, it 
was a cute little piece of nostal¬ 
gic fluff. Ushering in a wave of 
’50s sentimentality that includ¬ 
ed American Graffiti at the 
movies and Happy Days and 
Laverne and Shirley on TV, 
Grease let it be known that 
dwelling on the past, the ’50s in 
particular, was an acceptable - 
even fun - way to ignore the 
aftermath of the ’60s, the con¬ 
tinuing debacle of the Vietnam 
War and any horrors the ’70s 
had to offer. The 1978 screen 
adaptation of the musical star¬ 
ring John Travolta and Olivia 
Newton-John became the top¬ 
grossing movie musical of all 
time and spawned hit after hit 
from its soundtrack, securing a 
place in musical history for the 
rockin’ and rollin’ hipsters at 
Rydell High. 

Why Tommy Tune decided 
the musical theatre world of 
1994 needed another production 
of Grease is a mystery. That 
Tune and Calhoun decided to 
void the musical of its nostalgia 
and force a ’90s sensibility on 
this quaint retro piece is not 
only a mystery - it’s a crime. 

It’s a bad sign when former 
Monkee Davy Jones (as DJ 
Vince Fontaine) bops onto the 
stage in a gaudy plaid pantsuit 
and proceeds to “work” the 
audience before the show 
begins. He laughs, he jokes 
(unfunnily), he gets audience 
members onstage for a dance 
contest - all the while looking 
like a man who is merely going 
through the motions, thinking 
only about that paycheck and 
the final performance. 

Sally’s not bad, but... 

The forced fun creates a 
rocky start that is only slightly 
mitigated by the appearance of 
Sally Struthers, the erstwhile 
Gloria Bunker Stivic of TV’s All 
in the Family, as Rydell High 
English teacher Miss Lynch. For 
all the guffaws her name 
inspires, Struthers is quite good. 
In fact, she is the only real 
bright spot in the cast. Known 
these days as a spokesperson for 
starving children (“for just pen¬ 
nies a day ... ”) and mail-order 
degrees, Struthers’ comic timing 
is strong and her dippy old-maid 
characterization spot-on. 

But when the best thing that 
can be said for a touring musical 
is a good performance by Sally 


Struthers, there are some major 
problems that need attention. 
The cartoon-covered prosceni¬ 
um that surrounds John 
Arnone’s stage-on-a-stage set 
(colored in brain-numbing fluo- 
rescents, of course) depicts 
images from the ’50s to remind 
us that in spite of all the evi¬ 
dence to the contrary, this really 
is a musical about that decade. 
There’s Ike and Mamie, there’s 
a Chevy with tail fins, and oddly 
enough, there’s a giant image of 
Olivia Newton-John and John 
Travolta, hovering over the 
show, like ghosts from a good 
production who have come to 
haunt the desecration taking 
place below them. 

As Danny Zuko, the head 
greaser, Rex Smith is a little 
long in the tooth to be playing a 
high school senior. (Considering 
that Smith, best known for his 
stints in The Pirates of Penzance 
and as host of Solid Gold, made 
his Broadway debut in the orig¬ 
inal production of Grease, he 
could actually be the father of a 
high school senior.) When 
Smith has a courtship scene 
with Trisha Gorman as Sandy 
Dumbrowski, there’s a sleazy 
father/daughter feel to it that 
hardly belongs in a feel-good 
musical. For his age. Smith 
looks and sounds great, but he’s 
not at all convincing as a high 
schooler. 

Not, however, that this lame 
production deigns to evoke any 
sense of high school whatsoev¬ 
er. The lackluster sets and the 
pared-down touring cast give 
the impression that Rydell has 
the world’s ugliest campus, a 
student population of about 20 
and a faculty of one. 

Towering orange 
pompadours 

Tune and his producers 
couldn’t secure the rights to the 
wildly popular songs that were 
added to the movie version, so 
they stuck to Jacobs and Casey’s 
original score and added the 
1959 Skyliners hit “Since I 
Don’t Have You” as a torch song 
for Sandy. Gorman performs the 
song nicely, but the addition of 
an authentic ’50s relic points to 
the slapdash, who-cares-what- 
we-do-to-it attitude that perme¬ 
ates this production. 

The one moment of camp 
delight this show has to offer is 
Kevin-Anthony’s performance 
as the teen angel who croons 
“Beauty School Dropout.” 
Coifed with a towering (orange, 
ugh) plastic pompadour and 
backed up by a similarly done- 
up line of chorus boys, Kevin- 
Anthony turns the song into a 
soul/gospel showstopper. 

Grease was never meant to 
change the world. Its boppy 
score and silly book originally 
offered a charming flight from 
reality. This “new” Broadway 
production is nothing more than 
a glossy, failed attempt to make a 
buck off the ’50s as seen from 
the faux MTV perspective. 
Uninspired at every turn and 
with a set that looks like the 
Pepto Bismol-coated stomach of 
a junk food addict, this Grease is 
in dire need of an oil change. T

Topless Esperanto 
Spoken Here

T he corner of Valencia and 22nd 
Streets is a very good place to 
be hungry. 

When I first moved to this 
neighborhood, local dining meant bur- 
ritos, fried rice, or KFC. Or there was 
the Flying Saucer down the street, 
where the food was divine, but the 
prices (and wait for reservations) 
matched its beyond-the-stratosphere 
theme. Now, the hardest part about din¬ 
ing on Valencia is choosing a restau¬ 
rant. What was once the pink and per¬ 
petually deserted Pizzazz is now the 
SpagWaggish* Boogaloo’s; the dim 
and perpetually deserted Blue Muse is 
now The Rooster. 

Spearheading this trend was 
Esperpento, one of the first eggs-and- 
bacon joints to slick up and go trendy. 
One day it was Roman Cowboy, a per¬ 
petually empty hash house with a funny 
menu. Then, practically overnight, 
there was a red awning and photos of 
Dali on the walls. Shortly after that 
locals saw lines snaking around the 
corner and smelled garlic in the air. The 
tapas trend had arrived. 

Tapas make a lot of sense in Spain, 
where the evening meal is typically not 
served until 9 or 10 p.m. Tapas bars offer 
a wide selection of hot and cold appetiz¬ 
ers, served on small plates to accompa¬ 
ny after-work glasses of sherry or wine, 
and are busiest during the early evening 
hours. But San Francisco, as anyone 
who’s tried to find dinner after 10 p.m. 
knows, is not a late night city. Linger 
over your amontillado and grilled squid 
a little too long, and you’ll end up sup¬ 
ping at the Baghdad again. Bowing to 
American dining habits, Esperpento 
offers sit-down table service and a small 
selection of entrees to follow the exten¬ 
sive tapas listings. After all, no one’s 
going to wait 45 minutes to get into a 
place just to eat a couple of appetizers. 

There are generally two American 
approaches to tapas, both of which work 
equally well at Esperpento. If you’re 
always convinced that your compan¬ 
ions’ dinners are better than yours, take 
the grazing approach. Order lots of 
plates, and share and nibble to your jeal¬ 
ous heart’s content. If you’re a big hun¬ 
gry boy who likes his three squares, get 
a few tapas to grease the gullet while 
you wait on your paella or rabbit stew. 

Quaint, but not quick 

There’s a clock on the wall purporting 
to tell the time in Spain. According to 
Esperpento, it’s always 7:46 across the 
Atlantic. Since that was the only clock in 
the room, 1 don’t know how long it actu¬ 



ally took to get our platter of seafood 
paella ($26 for two). The menu said 35 
minutes, but we were starving, and you 
know what that does to your sense of 
time. Paella-bound or not, this is not the 
place for a quickie. It’s fun, it’s festive, 
it’s cozy, but it’s not fast. Tracking down 
a waiter to get water or place an order 
can take some creative gyrations and 
good lungs, since all sounds bounce off 
the high walls twice as loud. 

Doing the appetizer route, we 
ordered gambas al ajillo ($6.50), 
brocheta de vieiras ($5.50), and a 
red pepper salad ($4.50). The small 
oval plates are served with a basket of 
French bread and a cup of green 
pimento-stuffed olives, the kind usu¬ 
ally served in martinis. The gambas 
are small shrimps in the shell sauteed 
in olive oil with 
lots of chopped 
garlic. The 
shrimps are 
fresh and tasty, 
but the real 
appeal of this 
dish is sopping 
up every drop of 
garlic-studded 
oil with chunks 
of bread. Slick 
flaps of roasted 
red peppers come in another olive oil 
bath. My favorite way to eat roasted 
peppers is right over the sink as I’m 
peeling them (after blackening the 
skin over a burner on the stove), but 
the oil here is green and fruity, and 
according to the Eligible 
Bachelorette, this one’s the winner. 
Balanced on a heap of orangey-pink 
Spanish rice, the three skewered 
grilled scallops are lusciously smoky 
on the outside and velvety within. But 
five-plus bucks for three nubbins? 

Good sangria, but chunks of mushy 
apple wouldn’t be my first choice of 
fruit to float. Finally, here is our paella, 
a big steaming pan with the handles 
carefully swaddled in napkins. The rice 
is moist, well flavored and abundantly 
sprinkled with shellfish, shrimp, and 
large pieces of snapper. But generosity 
isn’t everything; the mussels and clams 
inside those big shiny shells are with¬ 
ered from overcooking, and the chunks 
of fish come apart in stiff, waxy flakes. 
The whole, comprised of that good and 
plentiful rice, is clearly better than the 
individual sum of its parts. 

By the time we get the check, it’s 
very late in Spain. “That was pretty 
good,” says the Eligible Bachelorette. 
“But I think we should stick to the top¬ 
less part next time.” T

Terrence McNally's 'Frankie and Johnny' 

Meaningful Chatter

ay playwright Terrence 
McNally’s play 
Frankie and Johnny in 
the Claire de Lune is a 
compassionate, rough-edged 
exploration of communication 
between lovers. In an intimate 
new production at the Noh 
Space, McNally’s 1987 off- 
Broadway hit receives the kind 
of attention to detail that makes 
the play work. 

The details come out in Fred 
Eiras’ shabby New York apart¬ 
ment set, where waitress 
Frankie shuts out the world. The 
grime on the walls goes unno¬ 
ticed by the woman, who sits 
alone in her sagging bed eating 
ice cream and watching a small, 
decrepit black-and-white TV. 
The attention to detail is even 
more apparent in Christine 
Young’s sensitive direction and 
the energetic, earnest perfor¬ 
mances of Michelle Darby 
(Frankie the waitress) and Kevin 
Campbell (Johnny the fry cook). 

The small confines of the 
Noh Space allows the small but 
important facets of McNally’s 


rich script to emerge naturalisti- 
cally. The play begins with the 
enthusiastic sounds of Frankie 
and Johnny making love. With 
the easy part over with, the rest 
of the play zeroes in on the dif¬ 
ficulties of post-coital conversa¬ 
tions and the barriers put up by 
Frankie and the tearing down of 
said barriers by Johnny. Both 
Darby and Campbell are too 
young to fully portray the 
world-weariness and aching 
loneliness of these two minor 
players in life’s drama, but their 
commitment to the roles com¬ 
pensates for their youth. 

Darby’s Frankie is wounded 
and defensive, but her yearning 
for a better life is palpable. 
Campbell’s Johnny is an aggres¬ 
sive blowhard, yet his incessant 
chatter and sheer determination 
poignantly convey his fears and 
anxieties. Together, this Frankie 
and Johnny, unlike the doomed 
lovers in the old song, make a 
confusing couple. Frankie 
resists Johnny at every turn, but 
Johnny persists. By play’s end, 
it is unclear whether Frankie has 
realized she loves Johnny or 
whether she has simply given in 


to his persistent entreaties. 

Either way, the two hours of 
conversation that lead to the 
“maybe” happy ending are full 
of insightful, often funny rumi¬ 
nations on relationships and the 
general difficulty of connecting 


with other humans. That a gay 
playwright has written a play 
about a heterosexual couple mat¬ 
ters little when the play deals so 
forthrightly with the universal 
themes of loneliness, fear, hurt 
and comfort that play a part in 


all relationships, gay or straight. 

The delightful Noh Space 
production displays the best of 
McNally’s script, and showcas¬ 
es some strong young talent and 
the work of a skilled production 
team. T 




Fall is the cinematic equivalent of a 
novel, an “easy read” for a rainy, nothing-to- 
do Saturday afternoon. Anthony Hopkins, a disillu¬ 
sioned cavalry officer, lives in Montana with his three 
boys, Aidan Quinn, Brad Pitt and Henry Thomas. When 
Thomas returns from college with beautiful fiance Julia 
Ormond, sparks click between her and roguish, troubled Pitt 
(whose performance merges his A River Runs Through It and 
Interview With the Vampire characters). Although Hopkins has 
railed against war, young Thomas itches to fight the Kaiser in 
WWI; when tragedy strikes, Quinn and Pitt play out a variation 
on the Cain and Abel theme.

regonian Johnnie Ray 
invented rock ’n’ roll 
with his 1951 hit sin¬ 
gle, “Cry.” Heavily 
influenced by rhythm-and-blues 
singers such as La Vem Baker 
and Billie Holiday, Ray intro¬ 
duced a new kind of emotional¬ 
ism to the general public. He 
shouted. He swooned. He 
dropped to his knees and pound¬ 
ed the stage with his fists. No 
one outside of small clubs had 
witnessed this type of melodra¬ 
ma since A1 Jolson did his thing 
30 years earlier. 

Coming smack in the middle 
of one of the most socially 


repressive periods of American 
history, “Cry” electrified the 
nation. Teenage girls rioted at 
Ray’s shows five years before 
Elvis evoked similar responses 
with “Heartbreak Hotel.” And 
Jeriy Lee Lewis stole his piano- 
kicking gesture from Ray. Yet, 
despite his impact on other 
musicians, Ray is consistently 
overlooked by rock ’n’ roll his¬ 
torians. Why? 

Because, as biographer 
Jonny Whiteside shows in his 
biography, Johnnie Ray wasn’t 
like other guys. 

Emotional, skinny, half deaf, 
and sexually ambivalent, Ray 
never found a niche in the enter¬ 
tainment business. His career 
was a string of missed opportu¬ 
nities and disappointments. 
Despite the massive success of 
“Cry” and Ray’s tremendous 
popularity with teenyboppers

He knew he had a big tal¬ 
ent, but because of who he was, 
that talent could only shine 
briefly in a big way. 

In later years, Ray often 
toured England (he shared a 
London stage with Judy Garland 
during one of her last perfor¬ 
mances) and Australia, where he 
continued to be admired and 
respected by the public. He also 
drank himself silly in his 
Hollywood home. A house fire 
destroyed his gold records in the 
’70s. His name was misspelled 
“Johnny” on the replacements. ▼ 


increased 
her intake of alcohol and pills, 
hit hard financial times and died 
under mysterious circumstances 
in 1965. 

Throughout these relation¬ 
ships, Ray continued to openly 
see men sexually and socially. 
He constantly wore an ID 
bracelet inscribed “WLFYLM” 
(With Love From Your Little 
Man), a gift from a beau. And 
perhaps the most crucial rela¬ 
tionship of Ray’s life was with 
PR man Bill Franklin. In the 
mid-’60s, Franklin helped Ray 
(temporarily) kick alcohol and 
straightened out his endless 
financial problems. The two 
even lived together for several 
years. Yet, while author 


and the upscale cafe set, his 
managers and producers didn’t 
know how to handle him. 
Columbia Records producer 
Mitch Miller admired Ray’s 
vocal gift but had him record 
novelty songs and tired stan¬ 
dards as part of a misguided 
attempt to tone down the 
singer’s naturally explosive 
style. 


Marriage of conve¬ 
nience 

But popular he was, so 
popular in fact that at one 
point 20th Century Fox 
signed the photogenic Ray to 
a movie deal. But after his 
appearance in There’s No 
Business Like Show Business 
with Ethel Merman and 
Marilyn Monroe in 1954, 
Darryl Zanuck dropped his 
option because he thought 
Ray was too weird. 

Naturally, too, the scan¬ 
dal press had a field day 
with Ray’s hard drinking 
and sexual indiscretions. 

Both arrests for gay solici¬ 
tation in Detroit received front 
page coverage, and the ensuing 
damage to his reputation dogged 
him until his death from liver 
failure in 1990. 

Although Ray was primarily 
homosexual, his most public 
relationships were with women. 
He married socialite Marilyn 
Morrison in 1952. The two were 
friends, but the marriage was 
essentially a publicity stunt to 
polish up Ray’s tarnished public 
image. They divorced a few 
months later. 

Then, around 1960, Ray 
began an affair with married 
New York journalist Dorothy 
Kilgallen. She was crushed 
when her husband demanded 
that she stop seeing Ray. She 


F rom May Sarton’s Well is a collec¬ 
tion that pairs Edith Royce Schade’s 
black and white photographs with 
brief excerpts of May Sarton’s prose 
and poetry. The result is a feast for mind and 
heart; Schade’s photos illuminate Sarton’s 
writing and are in turn enriched by Sarton’s 
words. 

Schade’s interest in Sarton’s work began 
when she first read Plant Dreaming Deep in 
1971. In 1980, she joined with a friend to 
give a talk on Sarton at the local library; 
Schade showed slides of her photos which 
served to illuminate the texts being discussed. 
An enthusiastic audience response led to a 
correspondence with Sarton, more photos, 
and ultimately, this book. 

I can’t think of a better introduction to 
Sarton’s writing than this collection. And 
Schade’s photos serve, not as illustrations, 
but as variations on the themes suggested 
by the texts. The photographs are stunning, 
from the breathtaking simplicity of a single 
leaf floating on air, to homey pictures of 
Sarton’s home. “If you are a writer or an 
artist,” Sarton writes, “it is work that ful¬ 
fills and makes you come into wholeness, 
and that goes on through a lifetime. 
Whatever the wounds that have to heal, the 
moment of creation assures that all is well, 
that one is still in tune with the universe,

that the inner chaos can be probed and dis¬ 
tilled into order and beauty.” From May 
Sarton’s Well is a book to be treasured. ▼

The Darker Side of Glamour 
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Good News, Bad News for Opera Buffs 

Looking Ahead to SFO ’95

he San Francisco 
Opera’s 1995 fall sea¬ 
son is a surprisingly tra¬ 
ditional one. 

Firmly rooted in the 19th cen¬ 
tury, the most contemporary 
opera being offered is Puccini’s 
Madama Butterfly, which pre¬ 
miered in 1904. In 1996 the com¬ 
pany will give Harvey Milk, an 
opera based on SF’s first openly 
gay supervisor which receives its 
world premier on Saturday in 
Houston. However, there are 
many extremely accessible 
American works like The Ballad 
of Baby Doe or Susannah that SF 
Opera ought to be reviving regu¬ 
larly. How can a company with 
Sir Charles Mackerras as its prin¬ 
cipal guest conductor have two 
consecutive seasons without a 
single work by Janacek? The 
New York City Opera sold out its 
run of Schoenberg’s admittedly 
daunting Moses and Aaron a few 
seasons ago, why can’t our com¬ 
pany tackle it? There simply is 
no excuse for an opera season 
where Puccini is the most con¬ 
temporary composer. For shame! 

Astonishingly, and equally 
worrying, there are no American 
operatic debuts among all the 
debuting artists. (When was the 
last time that happened?) Once 
upon a time the local company 
took justifiable pride in skim¬ 
ming the cream off of European 
operatic talent before anyone 
else in this country. What hap¬ 
pened? 

There are two new produc¬ 
tions being premiered here dur¬ 
ing the season: Gounod’s Faust 
(opening October 26) and 
Mozart’s Don Giovanni 
(November 14). Both are being 
designed by Gerard Howland, 
who is still the company’s resi¬ 
dent designer and the man 
responsible for all seven new 
productions last season and the 
1992 summer season’s William 
Tell. 

As if to confirm that some¬ 
times no bad deed goes unre¬ 
warded, Laurie Feldman, whose 
production of Rossini’s Otello 
last season was so utterly repre¬ 
hensible, will direct two operas 
this fall: Wagner’s Die Walkure 
(a revival of Nikolaus 
Lehnhoff’s production) and the 
company premier of Dvorak’s 
Rusalka (in a production 
designed by Gunther Schneider- 
Siemssen and jointly owned by 
the Houston and Seattle opera 
companies.) 

Vaness as Ann Boleyn 

But there is good news. Carol 
Vaness returns after a year’s 
absence to open the season on 
September 8 in Donizetti’s Anna 
Bolena. Joining her, in what 
might be the strongest cast this 
fall, are conductor Roberto 
Abbado and bass Roberto 
Scandiuzzi (both of whom were 
so superb in 1992’s Forza del 
Destino), Suzanne Mentzer, and 
tenor Giuseppe Sabbatini mak¬ 
ing his local debut. 

Also returning after a season 
away is Sir Charles Mackerras. 
Unfortunately he is only conduct¬ 
ing one opera, Rusalka (opening 
November 26), with Renee 
Fleming, Stephanie Sundine, 
Felicity Palmer and Sergei Larin, 
and a concert on November 17 
celebrating his 70th birthday 
(guest artists to be announced.) 
SF Opera needs to make much 


more use of Mackerras. 

There are some auspicious 
debuts this fall. Olga Borodina 
must not be superstitious since 
her debut in Rossini’s 
Cenerentola falls on Friday, 
October 13th. (Her conductor. 
Carlo Rizzi is also debuting 
then, and both Kurt Streit and 
Simone Alaimo make welcome 
returns in the work.) 

The astonishing mezzo 
Marjana Lipovsek, who makes 
mincemeat of such killer roles as 
the Nurse in Strauss’s Frau ohne 
Schatten, is finally giving local 
opera goers a chance to cheer 
her in person. Alas, she’s appear¬ 
ing as Fricka in Die Walkure 
(November 4) rather than in a 
meatier part. Also debuting in 
Walkure will be tenor Poul 
Elming, whose appearances at 
Bayreuth have generated much 
publicity. Fortunately James 
Morris, perhaps the world’s pre¬ 
mier male Wagnerian singer, 
will be singing the first five 


female roles in the Mozart opera 
will be debuts: Deborah Riedel 
(Anna), Daniela Dessi (Elvira) 
and Rebecca Evans (Zerlina). 
Samuel Ramey returns for the 
first three Dons, then William 
Shimell takes over. Alfonso 
Antoniozzi (who sang Taddeo in 
LTtaliana in Algeri during the 
Rossini festival) will return as 
Leporello and Earle Patriarco is 
Masetto. Runnicles will conduct. 

More good conducting 

Also good news is that 
Patrick Summers, whose con¬ 
ducting of Rossini’s Otello 
helped make it the musical high 
point of last season, will be in 
charge of Faust, and that tenor 
Richard Leech and Ramey will 
be in the cast. (Nancy Gustafson 
will be Marguerite and Rodney 
Gilfry will debut as Valentin.) 

The company premier of 
Glinka’s Ruslan and Lyudmila 
will be the second night of the sea¬ 
son. This co-production with the 


Kirov Opera is produced by Lotfi 
Mansouri, conducted by Valery 
Gergiev (his only assignment this 
season) and has Anna Netrebko 
debuting as Lyudmila, Jeffrey 
Wells and Vladimir Ognovenko 
sharing the role of Ruslan, and 
Vladimir Atlantov as Finn. 

La Traviata opens 

September 16 with the same 
soprano (Veronica Villarroel) 
and tenor (Roberto Aronica) 
who put everyone to sleep dur¬ 
ing their 1993 Boheme s. 
Conductor Steven Mercurio and 
bass-baritone Gregory Yurisich 
both debut in the Verdi work. 
The split opera this season is 
Butterfly with Catherine 
Malfitano (debut on October 3) 
and Leech, then Yoko Watanabe 
(debut on December 2) and 
Richard Margison, all conduct¬ 
ed by Runnicles. ▼

Why do I feel that “our” new MoMA is slight¬ 
ly monstrous? Could it be its big hulking mass, 
solid, imposing and unfriendly to the street like the 
fortress it is? Certainly brick is an odd choice of 
building material for San Francisco. Heavy, rusti¬ 
cated exteriors and centralized interiors are a struc¬ 
tural vocabulary which makes sense in Botta’s 
native Switzerland, and his houses in the Alpine 
region of Ticino are justly celebrated for their 
beauty and functionality. But 3rd Street is no 
mountain path, and the glitzy, Space Museum feel 
of the soaring atrium lobby seems not only out of 
proportion, but out of place. The building looks 
more like the headquarters for some giant multina¬ 
tional corporation than a temple for the serene 
contemplation of art, and considering SFMoMA’s 
massive new capital drive (to the tune of $90-plus 
million), perhaps its blockbuster profile is not so 
inappropriate after all. 

Gorgeous galleries 

A great museum is as much about the viewer’s 
procession through public space as about the art 
that’s housed there. So permit me to walk you 
along the polished marble paths. 

The entrance, a revolving door flanked by glass 
doors, is unspectacular. One is as tempted to visit 
the museum store or cafe, both of which dominate 
the street facade, as enter the museum proper. 
Consider the experience of approaching the 
entrance to the Metropolitan, those majestic steps, 
a truly great urban public space, and you get some 
idea of the lost opportunity here. 

Inside, all architectural humility drops away. 
Here is what has been described as the “chic inte¬ 
rior,” the great, soaring atrium around which the 
entire museum is arranged. There’s shopping and 
espresso drinks within arm’s reach, but not a speck 
of art yet in sight. We might as well be in a 
“supermall” or the lobby of a bank: instinctively I 
look for the ATM machines. 

Did I mention that the building is somewhat sex¬ 
ual? Walking up the grand staircase is like disap¬ 
pearing into a giant striped vulva. At the first land¬ 
ing you can peer over the side and wave to the peas¬ 


ants in the “piazza” below like the Pope of Art. 

The galleries are beautiful. All his opulence on 
show in the lobby, Botta doesn’t let the building 
overwhelm the art. The museum’s permanent col¬ 
lection is finally given room to breathe and looks 
mahvellous in skylit natural light. All sorts of 
unexpected and charming vistas beckon. The 
fourth floor Media Arts gallery is terrific, and the 
grand gallery on the top floor, where our Anselm 
Kiefer looms, is regal. Certainly this is a world- 
class exhibition space. 

Local talent absent 

More on the actual art in a later issue. The inau¬ 
gural exhibitions, the multimedia Public 
Information: Desire, Disaster, Document, a show 
of William Klein’s New York photographs, a dis¬ 
play of the Botta design process, and showcases of 
recent acquisitions, are meaty and merit a separate 
discussion. For now, I will say that the absence of 
any exhibition of contemporary Bay Area artists - 
not even a broom closet is dedicated to this pur¬ 
pose - is glaring. It’s wonderful that the museum 
has acquired David Dashiell’s epic mural Queer 
Mysteries, as important a work as any recent gift. 
Unveiling it for the opening would have been a 
perfect recognition of the depth of talent in our 
community, and a fitting tribute to the artist, whose 
death from AIDS is still fresh in the memory. 
Would its display have scared off the benefactors? 
But the curators didn’t shy away from presenting 
Larry Clark or Nan Goldin right off the bat. 

In closing, a few tips to remember during your 
virgin visit to MoMA: 

1. If you have any sort of fear of heights, when 
you cross the vertiginous pedestrian bridge across 
the central, er, shaft, don’t look down. 

2. Don’t wear stripes. I made the mistake of 
wearing a jaunty sailor top to the press opening, 
and I was clashing all over the place. The distinc¬ 
tive brown-and-white striping characteristic of 
Ticinese architecture is now the “look” of 3rd 
Street. 

3. Do wear your woollies. It’s chilly, as a five 
story-high atrium can’t be easy to heat. 

4. Ignore bitchy cultural commentaries and go 
see for yourself. It’s Art, it’s good for you, you’ll 
like it. ▼

T o tide opera lovers over until the fall season 
there are a number of events being offered at 
the War Memorial in connection with the 
50th anniversary of the signing of the United 
Nations charter. 

On May 18, the SF Opera is giving a concert per¬ 
formance of Gluck’s Orphee et Euridice. Music 
director Donald Runnicles is conducting Berlioz’s 
1859 edition of the score, “a composite of Gluck’s 
original Italian and French versions,” with Jennifer 
Larmore, Dawn Upshaw and Alison Hagley all mak¬ 
ing local debuts. (Why not simply do Gluck’s origi¬ 
nal version with local countertenor Brian Asawa in 
the title role, a part in which he has received glowing 
reviews in Europe?) 

A national tour of Gershwin’s Porgy and Bess will 
give local performances with the SF Opera Orchestra 
May 24 through June 3, France’s Opera de Lyon will 
make its United States debut with four performances 
of Prokofiev’s L’Amour des Trois Oranges conduct¬ 
ed by company music director Kent Nagano June 17- 
22, and Canada will contribute three performances of 
Benjamin Britten’s Noye’s Fludde (Noah’s Flood) at 
the First Congregational Church on June 23 and 24. 

Marilyn Horne will sing a concert on June 24 with 
singers from the San Francisco Opera Center with 
the opera orchestra and chorus. Part of the program 
will be the world premier of American composer 
William Bolcom’s A Whitman Triptych, commis¬ 
sioned by the SF Opera for the occasion. 

The Royal Ballet of Great Britain will present six 
performances at the Opera House June 28-July 2. 

Patrons who order tickets before March 31 will 
receive a 10 percent discount off single tickets and 25 
percent off when ordering three or more events.

Different Light” is not intended 
to be an all-inclusive survey of 
lesbian and gay artists. In fact, 
not all of the artists represented 
are even gay-identified. Blake 
and Rinder intentionally left the 
artists’ sexuality undefined, 
because the show explores 
queer influence on American 
art, and American artists’ influ¬ 
ence on queer art. Trying to sep¬ 
arate who is queer from who is 
not, in these curators’ view, is 
simply beside the point. 

Since gay history has often 
been obscured, Blake and 
Rinder have made an effort to 
include historical works from 
generations past: a Marsden 
Hartley oil from 1932, for 
instance, or Sailors Urinating, a 
sublimely erotic Charles 
Demuth watercolor from 1930. 
But the emphasis is on post- 
Stonewall art and artifacts, and 
even such masters as Marcel 
Duchamp and the early Andy 
Warhol are included more for 
their pervasive influence than 
for election to any Hall of Fame. 

From repression 
to liberation 

Wisely, Rinder and Blake 
have arranged the show themat¬ 
ically rather than chronological¬ 
ly. Divided into nine groupings, 
the art moves from “Void” 
through “Self,” “Other,” etc., to 
a gay conception of “Family” 
and (my favorite gallery) 
“Orgy.” The idea is that the pro¬ 
gression from isolation to com¬ 
munity echoes many gays’ life 
voyages as well as the general 
trajectory, in gay history, from 
repression to liberation. It’s con¬ 
ceptual. 

Indeed, the entire exhibition 
often seems like an installation 
artwork itself - say, one by 
Nayland Blake. Constructed 
around the resonance of gay and 
lesbian experience, the show 
finds room for gayish items 
from popular culture: covers of 
Smiths albums, for example, or 
the unzippable Sticky Fingers 
album. The goods on display 
include vitrines full of vintage 
’zines, physique pictorials, gay 
pride posters and buttons. In this 
cornucopia effect, the exhibit 
might be faulted for its ambi¬ 
tion: it wants to be both gay 
archives and fine art show at 
once. But the pop culture sou¬ 
venirs do add context, and the 
curators deserve credit for their 
intelligence and daring. 

The procession of Big 
Names is dizzying, everyone 
from Louise Bourgeois, Richard 
Prince and Jasper Johns to Claes 
Oldenburg, David Hockney and 
Diane Arbus. The show’s real 
strength, however, lies in its 
inclusion of Bay Area and 
younger artists: David Dashiell, 
Brett Reichman and John Priola, 
among others, contribute art¬ 
works that make major impres¬ 
sions. Hung alongside estab¬ 
lished heavies like Judy 
Chicago, Ross Bleckner or 
Robert Mapplethorpe, these 
emerging artists hold their own. 

The parade of past and pre¬ 
sent art world stars is really 
something to behold: Eva 
Hesse, Carolee Schneeman, 
Nicole Eisenman. At times the 
gallery walls read like a Who’s 
Who of recent American art, 
which is a problem. The inclu¬ 
sion of, say, Barbara Kruger and 
Jenny Holzer, both of whom 
have had extensive museum 
exposure, dilutes the relative 
impact of showing the underex¬ 
posed Tee A. Corinne or 
Marlene McCarty. It’s great to 


see Jerome Caja up on museum 
walls again, or a small piece by 
Martin Wong, and the General 
Idea 
samples 
confirm 
their last- 
i n g 
impor¬ 
tance. 
But did 
we really 
need that 
Joseph 
Cornell 
box, the 
Nayland Blake Robert 

Indiana 
stamps 
and the 

John Lennon cover? All the 
bases have been covered, the 
show is overdetermined. 

But it’s still the first and best 
gay art show we’re likely to see 
in any museum for the foresee¬ 
able future. “In a Different 
Light” is smart, art-savvy and 
absolutely accessible. It’s every¬ 
thing the new SFMoMA is not: 
multigenerational, generous to 
young and local artists, very 
gay. ▼
